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T has been remarked by an eminent 
historìan^ that there bave been 
tbree great battles wbicb cbanged 
tbe face of Europe, those of Crescy, 
Poitiers, and Agincourt. The 
foUowing Chronicles include an 
account of the last of these event- 
ful confiìcts, as well as a detaiied narrative of Henry's 
second Continental expedition, a subject dismissed 
by our historians with little more than a passing 
notice. For these additions to English history, now 
first published from the originai manuscripts/ we 
are indebted to natives of the neighbouring continent. 
The author known as Titus Livius,* although an 
Italian, wrote, probably with the aid of bis patron, 
Humphrey Duke of Gloucester, a far better life of 
Henry than that by the Prior of Lenton, which is

written iu so inflated and grandiloquent a style as to 
move the ridicule of the reader, and net unfrequent- 
ly to obscure his own meaning. Other contemporary 
foreign chroniclers of thìs period were the Cardinal 
des Ursins, Monstrelet, Pierre de Fénin, Le Fevre 
de St. Rémy,^ the Religieux of St. Denys, and the 
anonymous Bourgeois of Paris ; and they were fol- 
lowed before the dose of the century by Alain Char- 
tier, Bouvier the Berry Herald, Denis Sauvage, and 
Meyerus. A MS. Life of Henry V., in Latin, by 
an anonymous author, is preserved at Rome, (Vat. 
3887, 520,) but it is probably a copy of Elm- 
ham, of which another anonymous copy the editor 
has met with at Paris (MS. Latin 6240, Bibl. du 
Roi). 

The text of the Latin Chronicle of Henry's chap- 
lain is taken from the Cottonian MS. Julius E. iv., 
coUated with the Sloane MS. 1776. The latter MS. 
is a copy, and a rather careless one, of the former ; 
and although one or two portions of sentences are 
omitted, it yet supplies the loss of the first leaf of 
the Cottonian MS. It is not improbable that it was 
one of the eighty books that Abbot Whethamstede 
of St. Albans caused to he transcribed.* The Cot- 
tonian MS. was, in ali probability, the originai chro- 
nicle. The author was, as he himself tells us, one 
of the chaplains {clericalis militùe) of Henry's army, 
describing the events which passed under his notice

was the copyist, and not St,

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as an eye-witness, Several Gallicìsms, particularly 
the unneéessary employment of the phrase "gens 
armìgera," gens d'armes, for Englìsh troops (page 5), 
"passagier" for "pinnace*' (page 96), and "dar- 
matio"for "dearmatio" (page 23), indicate him to 
have been a native of France.^ In the list of the 
chaplains who accompanied Henry to Agincourt, 
the only distinguished men were Mr. Esmon Lacy, 
Dean of the Chapel, and " Master John de Bordin, 
Clerk, Doctor in Laws.*'* De Bordin had pre- 
viously been Chancellor of Aquitaine,* and we may 
presume from his name that he was a native of that 
duchy, then pertaining to the crown of England, 
and, in ali probability, the author of the chronicle in 
question. That his chronicle was written before 
1418 is evident from his reference to the fact of 
Sir John Oldcastle being stili lurking, (p. 5,) for 
OIdcastle was executed in that year. This author 
relates the events of which he was a witness in a 
lucid and dignifìed style. His account of the siege 
of Harfleur is given in full detail, and abounds with 
information upon the military tactics of the age* 
His narrative, too, of the battle of Agincourt is 
written with great animation, in a manner worthy 
of the subject. A translation of these portions of 
the Chronicle has been given by Sir N> Harris 
Nicolas in his *^ History of the Battle of Agincourt." 
The continuation of Henry's reign from the com- 
mencement of his second Continental expedition in

SSot. ^^^^ *^® ™^^^ ^^^ ^^ ^^^^ author are given without hìs 
verbiage, it is hoped that this history of the success- 
ful progress of Henry's arms in Normandy and the 
peninsula of the Còtentin, — the cradle of many noble 
English families, — ^will be found to be sufficiently 
detailed; and an attempt has been made to give 
precision to it by the addition of dates and originai 
information obtained from the MS. records of the 
period.

life-tìme of Richard, Earl of Warwick, or Thomas, 
Earl of Saìisbury> is evident from the author's 
remark at page 183. The two foreign MSS, have 
been described at pp. Ixxxvi. and xciì. of the Chron. 
de Richart II. The three existing MSS. are evi- 
dently copies fìrom some earlìer one. 

Sìr George Chastelain, Ejiight, Herald of theKoticeof 
Order of the Golden Fleece, " Histonographe 
and Privy Councillor to Philip the Good and 
Charles the Bold, Dukes of Burgundy, would neces- 
sarily take an interest in English affairs, as the 
Duke Philip had been the firmest àlly arid sup- 
port of the English in France, and had given his 
sister in marriage to the Duke of Bedford, Governor 
of Normandy. Subsequently Margaret of Anjou, 
queen of Henry VI., took refuge at the court 
of Burgunày, and to her Chastelain addressed a 
Chronicle of the marvellous events which had 
happened in his times, expressly to console her in 
her misfortuneSé The salary of Chastelain's oflGlce 
as Indiciare and Herald of the Golden Fleece were 
50 nobles per annum, equal to 141 francs 8 gros, 
with 50 francs for his dresses.^ He is spoken of 
in the most honourable and flattering terms by 
his contemporaries, and was surnamed the Adven- 
turous, from his numerous travels in Germany, 
Italy, and England. He died ^Oth March, 1474, 
aged seventy years, as appears from his epitaph 
in the church of La Sala-le-Comté at Valen-

Notìce of WiUiam Botoner, alias " Wyrcestre," the son of 

Worcester. William of Worcester and Elizabeth, the daughter 
of Thomas Botoner, was born at Bristol about the 
year 1415, and was educated at Oxford at the ex- 
pense of Sir John Fastolf, Knight, with whom he 
afterwards lived at Caister in Norfolk, and to whom 
he was esquire, historian, and executon He was 
a man of great and various leaming, and, in par- 
ticular, indefatigable in the study of the antiquities 
of the kingdom. He wrote many works, was alive 
in 1480, and is supposed to bave died in 1490. In 
a good-humoured letter to *^ Master Paston,*' he com- 
plains that he had little or no salary, but plenty to 
eat and drink ; that he was not treated as a gentle-» 
man and a scholar, but had five shillings yearly, ali 
costs borne, to pay for bonnets that he lost, " and 
so I enduro inter egenos ut servtis ad aratrumj* 
He intimates that he thinks Sir John Fastolf would 
be willing to provide for him if he could do it at 
the expense of another. (Fenn's Paston Letters.) 
In a letter of Henry Wyndesore, who styles himself 
brother to William " Wyrcestre," preserved by Sir 
John Fenn, voi. i. p. 170, we bave a pleasing account 
of William's love for learning, poetry, and books, 
and of bis anxiety for acquiring a perfect knowledge 
of the French tongue. The writer surmises that the 
poor student, in bis thirst for knowledge, had put 
himself in danger (debt) to KaroU Giles, a Lombarda

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from whom it appears he had taken lessons ** every 
day two times or three» and had bought divers books 
of him."^ He adds, " I made a motion to have known 
pari of his business, and he answered and said, that 
he would be as glad and as fond of a good hook of 
French or of poetry, as my Master Fastolf would be 
to purchase a fair manor." Worcester wrote the 
acts of Sir John Fastolf, contained in the volume 
from which this Chronicle is extracted ; also the acts 
of John Duke of Bedford (MS. Lambeth) ; and he 
translated from the French version ** Cicero de Se- 
nectute." This latter work was printed for him by 
Caxton in 1481, who, it may be remarked, was 
ambassador to Philip Duke of Burgundy in 1464, 
and was consul at Bruges in 1469, in which capacity 
he was present at the marriage of Margaret, sister to 
Edward IV., to the Count of Flanders, the cere- 
monies on which occasion are so minutely described 
by Olivier de la Marche, 
The old French Chronicle ìs frequently quoted by The chroni-

Fabyan, and Goodwin has made considerable use of P«byan. 
it. Although its dates are &equently incorrect, it 
supplies US with much valuable information which 
we do not obtain from. our English chroniclers, 
especially an account of Henry's residence at Paris, 
and the proceedings between the rivai parties in 
that city. Mention is made of the opposition 
Henry's army met with at the ford of thie Bianche

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Tache, or spot of wliite sand near the mouth of 
the Somme, which caused Henrj's army such a toil- 
some march along that river, of the soft state of the 
ground at Agincourt field into which the French 
cavaby floundered, and of the reason for the lament- 
ed slaughter of the French prisoners after the hattle, 
vìz. an expected attack from the troops of the ex* 
Eling of Sicily, which is yaluable testimony from a 
foreigner*^ The chronicler also records the creation 
of several knights by Henry in the sprìng of the year 
1418 at Caen, which is only referred to incidentally, 
and at a subsequent perioda by Elmham, as well as 
many fects connected with Henry's residence in Nor- 
mandy. These, it is true, bave been embodied by 
Fabyan and others into our chronicles, but the ob- 
ject of the English Historical Society is to present 
the public with the originai authorities upon which 
those chronicles are founded. 

One peculiarity in Chastelain's orthography should 
be adverted to, viz. the Constant omission of the letter 
e in the third person plural of the imperfect verbs, as 
avoint for avoient. His version is evidently older 
than that of Worcester.* 

The Latin Chronicle is firequently quoted by

Although bombarda^ or large cannon» — which our 
chronicler terms ^'canellae/* and which, as he re- 
marksy were commonly called '^guns, and blew out 
their stones by the force of the ignited powders/' 
were used by Henry in hìs breaching batterìes, yet 
was this par excellence the epoch of the bow, and 
the truth of the old proverb was then strìkingly 
manifested, that 

^ England were but a fling, 
But for the crooked stick and the grey-goose wmg.** 

The arrows of the English archers, discharged 
with a rapidity with which the French crossbow- 
men could not compete from the nature of their 
weapon, gained the decisive victory at Agincourt. 
The absence of the archers occasioned the death of 
the Buke of Clarence and the captivity of Somerset 
and his companions at Beaugé, although when they 
carne into the field they recovered the duke's body. 

Beference is frequently made to "The Book of The «Hook 

. ofRecords" 

Records." It were devoutly to be wished that a^wo^**» 
book of so much importance could be found. From 
its frequent mention we are almost led to suppose 
that a part of our author's duties might have been 
to make entrìes in its pages. What can have become 
of it ?

that it is hoped some pains will be taken to discover 
and bring to Hght a document so valuable to the 
history of our country. 

It would be out of place in these prefatory 
remarks to dwell upon the extraordinary and bril- 
liant career of this heroic monarchi but it may be 
proper to point the attention of the reader to some 
particulars respecting him which are less generally 
known^ or have become the subject of dispute among 
historians. 

Immediately after his father^s accession he was, 
created Prince of Wales, and upon two distinct occa- 
sions, within six months of that period, we find the 
people greeting him with the acclamation, "God 
save the Prince ! God bless and preserve my lord 
the Prince 1 " (Chronicle of the Betrayal of Richard 
II.9 pp. 247, 256.) At that time he had not attained 
his thirteenth year. He had been knighted by 
Richard the Second in Ireland in the preceding year. 
The prince was summoned to and attended parlia- 
ment as early as the Octaves of Hilary in the second 
year of his father's reign,» and about this time he 
dated his charters from his manor of Kennington.* 
He had scarcely attained his fifteenth year when he 
was entrusted with an important military command 
in Wales, where his energetic conduct procured him 
the thanks of the House of Commons ; ' and in July 
of the following yeat (1403), we find him at the 
battle of Shrewsbury, displaying his prowess, and 
giving promise of his subsequent achievements.

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The prìnce was continuously employed as a milìtary 
commander in England and Wales until I4O89 and 
the records of the time shew how e£Scacious was 
his presence at the scene of war. Shortly after 
his first appearance in Wales the rebels submit- 
ted to him at Chester, and were received into the 
king's fayour; and at the prince's intercession ali 
persons were pardoned in the counties of Caer- 
narvon, Anglesey, Merioneth, and Denbigh, ex- 
cepting Owen de Glendower, Rees, and William 
ap Tudor.' During the time of this command he 
was regularly summoned to parliament, and again 
appears there in 1406, and he was at the head of the 
council, at least till 1411. In June, 1406, he re- 
ceived the grant of Framlingham Castle, and in Nov* 
1409 he was allowed five hundred marks a-year for 
the maintenanee of the Earl of March and his bro- 
ther.* In 1409 he was created Captain of Dover 
and the Cinque Ports, on the resignation of Sir 
Thomas Erpingham, and in the following year he 
was appointed Lieutenant of Wales for one year 
(19th June), and in July Captain of Calais for twelve 
years.* In March of this year he received a grant 
of the " hospitium" of Cold Harborough for life.* 

It has been supposed that as the prince was em- ThequesUon 
ployed in public afiairs at a very early age, he could gacy* cJnsi- 
bave neither time nor disposition to be profligate, 
and Mr. Tyler,^ in particular, has endeavoured to

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disprove the reports of his irregularities in eaily 
life ; but without adopting the exaggerated portrait 
drawn by Shakespeare, we may surely conclude, with 
the late Mr« Tumer, that the fiact of his reformation 
is so repeatedly spoken of by our old historians that 
it seems unreasonable to raise a question about it, 
and that if his reformation was notorious, his pre- 
Vious Diisdoings must bave been so also. Walsing- 
ham, the eaxUest of Henr/s chroniclers, who finished 
his Hypodigma Neustri» before 14ì22, and probably 
before 14^, remarks that the severe storm of snow 
which fell at Henry 's coronation was considered by 
some as an omen that the king would cause the 
snows and severities (frigora) of vices to fall in his 
reign, and the mild fruits of virtues to spring up* 
The English people, we may well conclude, must 
bave conceived a strong desire for the amendment of 
their youthful and newly-crowned monarch, ìf no 
«or, 4«»ai»j pb.n.m«o. ih» . «».U»„- 
was required as an augury of its accomplishment.^ 
We may add farther testimony to the same effect. 
Elmham says expressly that Henry reconsidered and 
revolved with himself the past years of his youth 
with a wounded spirit, a bitter mind, and a contrite 
heart; and while he was grievously afflicted that 
that time had been disgraced by the dregs of vice, 
he exclaimed, " How many days, how much of my 
past life do I feel to bave been covered by the black 
smoke of MisconductI" (Elmham, p. 14.) The 
translator of Titus Livius (MS. Harl. 35) says that

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Henry in bis youth was most mutable and devoid of 
ali spiritual virtues.^ On the whole» there is little 
room for doubt that he was dissolute and extrava* 
gant; nothing, it must be owned, very remarkable 
in a youthful prince. Remarkable, however, it was, 
that he should bave been aroused to a sense of bis 
duties when he was mounting the tbrone, and bave 
abandoned bis vices when he seemed even more at 
Uberty to indulge them. Many bave conquered, says 
Mr. Tumer^ ai)parent impossibilities on the field of 
battio: few princes bave so magnanimously con^ 
quered and amended tbemselves. 

In 141 1 the Duke of Burgundy, being desirous of 
obtaining assistance from England against bis rivai 
the Duke of Orleans, offered bis daughter in mar- 
riage to the Prince of Wales. (Otterbourne, and 
MS. Cott. Galba E. vii.) A power was given to 
certain commissioners to treat on the subject. (Fce- 
dera, vili. 698.) The king dissuaded the prince from 
going in person, but, as the late Mr. Petrie re- 
marked^^ it seems probable that whilst the king, at

Accordingly the Earl of Arun-^ 
del, Sir John Oldcastle^ Sir John Comwall^ and Sir 
Gilbert Umfreville were sent with a considerable 
force to the duke*s assistance^ and the victory of St.

father, although they do not appear to bave been 
at issue on account of either of these expedìtions, 
unless, indeed, the prince's adventurous spirit was 
mortified by bis not having been allowed to lead the 
former expedition in person, and this was probably 
the case, for the monk of St. Denys states, upon the 
authority of a French envoy, that the prince endea- 
voured for several days to hinder the departure of 
bis brother, but yielded at last to the representa- 
tions of bis father.^ 

This coolness is alluded to by Livius, who 
suggests that the prince had bis detractors, who

expedition^ the prince no longer retained his position 
at the council board. In December^ 1411^ at the 
special request of the commons, the prince received 
the king^s thanks, with the other lords^ for the time 
they were of his council.* In both the MSS. of 
Hardyng it is stated that the ^* Prince was discharged 
of council^ and the Duke of Clarence set in his 
stead ; " and one adds, — 

" For which the prince, of wrath and wilful head, 
Against him made debate and froward head." 

According to the Chronicle of London, (Harl.

This is, perhaps, the more probable account. The 
MS. in which it is contained is undoubtedly of the 
period, and there does not appear to be anj reason 
for withholding credence from its straightforwaxd 
statement. Henry Beaufort, Bishop of Winchester, 
having been accused by the Duke of Gloucester, in 
the reign of Henry the Sixth, of traitorous designs 
both against the life of Henry the Fourth and the 
Prìnce, thus referred to the accusation : — 

" And furthermore I am noised how that I should 
have stirred the king that last died (Hem*y the 
Fifth) the time also that he was prince, to have taken 
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the govemance of this reaume and the crown upon 
him, leaving his father the same time being king/» 
&c. (Rot. ParL iv, 298.) Although the bishop 
repelled the charge by a general declaration that he 
had ever been a true man to his sovereign^ the fact 
of Henry the Fifth's having requested the regency 
appears to be admitted. 

According to the Sloane and Royal MSS. before 
quoted,^ the princej upon being refused the crown, 
retured and allied himself with the chief nobles 
through the greater part of England, who owed him 
homage and service. The prince's "rety"of lords 
is mentioned by Hardyng. Henry IV. had certainly

as Mr. Tyler reads, strictly in 
the compass of a year. The ap- 
plication of the Duke of Bur- 
gundy to Henry was made but 
one month before the commence- 
ment of the thirteenth year of 
Henry's reign, and that soyereign 
did not live to complete a four- 
teenth. Mr. Tyler also says the 
chronicler was in error in placing 
the regulation of the coinage in 
the last parliament of Henry, but 
a reference to Rot. Pari. iii. 658, 
may prove the contrary. It may 
be proper, however, to allow the 
reader to form his own opinion 
upon the document, and as it is 
important, it is giyen in the 
Appendix. Other objections to 
the aathorìty of these MSS. 
mìght, I suspect, be as easily 
removed.

become very unpopular in the latter years of bis 
reign, from the mismanagement of those about him, 
and the lords, in parliament, not only openly ex- 
pressed their dissatisfaction, but exacted from him 
concessions which, from their importance, may be 
termed a Bill of Rights. Perhaps the numerous 
supporters which the prince foimd amongst the nobi- 
lity, inclined the king the more readily to that accom- 
modation which is said to bave quickly followed. 
On the last day of Henry IV.'s last parliament, that 
of 1411, the king had, upon the request of bis par- 
liament, expressed bis forgiveness of ali parties;^ 
but the demand of the crown would appear, from 
Galba E. vii., to bave been subsequent to the last 
parliament. 

Henry the Fiftb may be said to bave been the first 
English sovereign who created a navy of ships of 
war, which he did in great measure with carracks ^ 
captured from the Genoese (see p- 87). A list of 
the navy in the early part of bis reign is given in 
the "Acts of Privy Council," voi. TI., but it was 
subsequently enlarged. He was certainly the first 
sovereign who enacted that piracy should be con- 
sidered as high treason, and that masters of ships 
should be compelled to swear that, if they took any 
prizes, they would bring them to port to be ad-

Henry was a strict dìsci- 
pliiuarian: the ordimuices made for his army «re 
given by Mr. Bentley in his " Excerpta Historica," 
He appears to bave consulted his council upon ali Constanuy

occasions; of this express mention is repeatedly oonncu. 
made ; indeed, bis readiness to listen to the opinions 
and advice of others, is a remarkable trait of his 
character, and adds lustre to its bolder features. 
His modesty after success is strikingly displayed in 
a letter which he wrote to the council conceming 
Owen Glyndour, when he was not eighteen years 
of age,^ and it was stili more so in his behaviour

The phraseology and orthography of Henry'sThe styieof 
English lettera are remarkably good, and show how ^"^ 
much had been dona by Wycliff, Chaucer, his pu- 
pil Lydgate,* and Hoccleve to reform the English 
language, and that in spite of the increased inter- 
course with France. Sir John Fenn, in his " Pas- 
ton Lettera," observes, that the highly educated 
peraons of this era wrote letters as well spelled as 
in the era of Charles I. It may be added, that the 
letters of the Fifth Henry are decidedly superior 
compositions to those of Henry the Eighth. The 
language of the nneducated persons of Henry the 
Fifth's reign, and even of Henry himself in his fami- 
liar speeches to his soldiers, retained much of the 
Anglo-Saxon idiom. See note at page 19.

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power of the Church, and to curtail its revenues. 
It is supposed that it was to divert bis attention 
from this project that the prelates so lìberally assisted 
sDd assectt, him to prosocute his wars upon the continent. He, 
his indepen-' howeYcr, maiutaiiied his independence of the papacy 
Papacy. as far as the nomination to bishoprics was concerned, 
which was an object that had been ardently desired 
by the English metropolìtans in Richard the Seconda 
time.^ He reduced the charges for the registry and 
probate of wills,^ and for inductions into livings;' 
reduced the salaries of chaplains to seven marks per 
annum, and of parochial chapkins or curates to 
eight marks ;^ charged the prelates to provide a 
remedy for the crying evil of the non-residence of 
parsons and vicars, and restored one-third of the 
goods of the church to the ^'originai use*' of the 
support of the poor, and needy of the parish.^ 

Henry patronized the noble sport of the chase, and 
had his pack of hounds,^ as well as his falcons and ter-

It must be observed, bowever, that Henry*s con- Ezhanita 
tinual wars, successful and glorìous as they were, Ss^ontinaai 
were foiind in the end to exhaust the resources of Eng- 
land, and led to much misery even in bis Continental 
dominions. We find the Bari of Dorset threatening 
to quit Harfleur and return to England with ali 
bis men, if they were not speedily supplied with 
proyisions (p. 84) ; and Sir William Bardolf, lieu- 
tenant of Calais, complained that bis soldiers bad 
only bad five bundred pounds the last two years, 
and that ''par manere de presce."^ He speaks of the 
" grande meschevous necessite, bideuse, piteuse noise, 
et doloreuse murmure quell continuellment, de jour 
en jour^ se yient par descha entre vos bumbles lieges 
et poures soldiers du Roy."' Henry*s soldiers, too, 
complained at lengtb of ''this unlusty soldier's 
life."* 

Althougb there were no important outbreaks 
during Henry's absence from the kingdom, except 
an occasionai irruption of the Scots (see page ISl), 
yet was there wanting a strong arm to repress the 
impositions of the great barons, and occasionally the 
audacity of armed bodies. The Commons made

grievous complaint to the King that the foresters of 

the Earl of Arundel, in the rape of Lewes, im- 

prìsoned the King's lieges on pretence of theiir 

having trespassed on the Earl's warrens (which were 

so ovetìrun with wild-beasts, both of the chase and of 

warren, that they destroyed ali the crops of their 

neighbours), imprisoned and horribly tormented and 

maimed them, even to the buming of their feet.* 

Henry ordered the chancellor to grant the petitioners 

right and entire redress. The same nobleman appears 

to bave had a feud with the Lord Fumival respect- 

ing a right of common in Shropshire, which also 

gave rise to the interposition of the King.* An- 

other complaint against this turbulent Earl, who 

was then treasurer of England, was made by one 

Laurence db Platea, for arbitrary imprisonment.' 

A petition to the Commons £rom Robert Whyt- 
yngton, Esquire, and bis son Guy, offers a curious 
picture of the lawless state of the times. They 
stated that, as they were riding from the city of 
Hereford, towards their own house, they were as-

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saulted near the town of Mordeford, in the county

Henry's im- Henry, however, it must be admitted, even in bis 
latter years as a monarch, was far from being a per- 
fect character. It is more than probable that he was 
but too ready to charge the dueen Dowager with 
sorcery, in order that he might bave a pretext for 
seizing upon ber large revenue, part of whìch he 
bestowed upon Queen Katharine;^ and he so far 
forgot bis magnanimity as to put to death in cold 
blood ali the Scots whom he captured in Franco, 
upon the pretence that they were in rebellion 
against the captive Prince James, who followed in 
bis train, and whom he called their sovereign, but 
in reality to gratify a feeling of revenge. After the 
capture of the town of Montereau, he threatened to 
bang the prisoners he had taken if the castle would 
not surrender ; and, upon the refusai of the captain, 
he actually hanged many of these unfortunates in the 
sight of the garrison.^ At Rouen, too, bis refusai to 
allow the women and children to pass the English 
lines, brought the guilt of their blood upon bis head* 
Some allowance, it is true, must be made for the bar- 
barity of the age ; Philippe Auguste had been guilty 
of similar cruelty at the siege of Chàteau-Gaillard ;

horses for eleven cars« (Acts 
of Privy Council.)

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stili the crime must be recorded, and with detesta- 
tian. Henry was led on by the spirit of conquest 
to attempt more than he first designed^ — the con- 
quest of Normandy.* He eventually attempted to 
deprive the Dauphin of bis throne, perceiving which, 
one of bis principal officers Sir John Comwall, after 
bis son had been killed at Meaux^ left bim in dis- 
gust and retumed to England.^ 

Such violations of justice and bumanity were but 
poorly compensated by bis punctilious observance 
of the forms of religione and bis ready acknowledg- 
ment of the overruling band of the Almigbty in the 
victories he gained over bis enemies. They are foul 
stains on the fair fame of this otberwise good king 
and great warrior; wbo, like other illustrious can- 
didates for fame, Gustavus Adolpbus, Gaston de 
Foix, and Maurice of Saxony, died long before be 
had attained the meridian of life. 

A copy of the Muster RoU of the army, taken 
previous to Henry's second Continental expedition, 
is given in the Appendix, as well as other unpub- 
lished records of bis reign. The originai Muster 
R0II5 preserved in the Chapter-bouse, is probably 
the most complete document of the kind in existence.

* Archbishop Arundel, wìth 
the Bishops of London and Win- 
chester, sat to try Sir John 
Oldcastle, in the Chapter House 
of St. PauFs, on September 23. 
The archbishop afterwards held 
a great convocation of the clergy 
at " Powles," on St. Edmund's 
Day, (20th November,) which 
continned tìll the 4th day of De- 
cember (Bodleian; MS. Digby, 
2S5, attributed to Hoccleve, in 
i^hich the Lollards are termed 
"liowlers," farouring the de- 
rivation from ** lolìum." So 
Chaucer nearly, " Loller/') At 
Ibis synod attended twelye in- 
qaìsitors of heresies, who had 
been appointed the year before. 
At Henry's accession, Anindel 
possessed, for the fifth tìme, the 
ChanceUorship of England; but 
Henry removed him to make 
room for his uncle, afterwards the 
cardinal, Beaufort. After his 
retìrement he occupied himself 
ivith carrying on a violent perse- 
cution against the Lollards, whom 
Henry was rather disposed to 



screen. Arnndel had been instru- 
mentai to the fall of Richard the 
Second ; for Richard, with ali his 
foults, had to a certain degree 
opposed the encroachments of the 
papacy, or, at least, during his 
reign the increasing influence of 
the Commons had stréngthened 
the memorable statutes of Provi- 
sors and Praemnnire, besides re- 
cognizing the statute of Mort- 
main. Some parties haying ven- 
tured abroad to solicit their re- 
peal, Richard, by a proclamation, 
ordered them to return to £n- 
gland on pain of death and for- 
feiture of estate. During his 
reign the Holy Scriptures were 
not suppressed, nor was there 
one drop of blood shed for what 
" they cali heresy" tìll the com- 
mencement of the reign of Henry 
the Fourth. But the power which 
Richard was thus endeavouring 
to reduce, at last, through the 
subtle Arundel, effected his 
own ruin. The archbishop dìed 
in the early part of the year 
1414.

Henry by appeaUng to the Pope, 
Henry saìd, '< He should tarry in 
holde tìll such time as it were of 
the Pope allowed,and then,would 
he, or nyld he, the archbìshop 
should be his judge."

38. folio 
edition.) This great man had 
heard Wycliff preach in his youth, 
and his eloquence, leaming, good 
sense and great naturai courage, 
rendered him an eminent cham- 
pion for the truth, in times abound- 
ing with vice and èrror. The 
charge against him of rising in 
arms against his sovereign is 
made only upon the authority of 
Walsingham and ArundeFs party, 
who certainly forged a false re- 
cantation for him.

AnDe, which took place at Shene, 
Richard II. would ne ver enter 
the manor-honse, and ìt went to 
decay.

Wal- 
singham says they were called 
Gelestìnes, and kept the rules of 
St. Beuedict to the letter.

' The Council of Constance 
was called by the Emperor Si- 
gismund in 1414, with the con- 
currence of Pope John XXIII., 
with a view of settling the ciaims 
of the three pretenders to the 
Papacy. After decìding that a 
council was superior to the pope, 
it deposed the three competi- 
tore, and elected a new pope, 
Otho Colonna, who took the 
name of Martin V. He, however, 
had stili a rivai in Benedict till 
November, 1424, nay, in Clement 
Vili., chosen as his successor, 
who did not resign till July, 1429. 
It was this Council (of never- 
dying infamy) who deposed a 
Pope who was disgraced by 
nearly ali the vices which de- 
grado humanity, and yet com- 
mitted to the flames John Huss 
and Jerome of Prague, for deny- 
iog his infallibility, and for main- 
taining the invìolability of con- 



science. The letters of John 
Huss, written in the prospect of 
execution, are full of interest. A 
French translation of them, by 
M. de Bonnechose, has recenUy 
appeared at Paris. 

In the Cott. MS. Cleop. E. ii. 
fol. 337. 6. will be found Henry's 
instructions to his ambassadors 
for the buUs he wished to obtain 
from the pope at the Council of 
Constance in the fifth year of his 
reign. The particulars are cu- 
rìous and characteristic : amongst 
them is the foUowing,

Sir Thomas Grey was executed 
first, on tbe 2nd of August At 
the trial of tbe two peers, tbe 
Dukeof Clarence actedasHenry's 
vicegerent ; the forms of law were 
partly attended to, but tbe consti- 
tution was violated. Tbe lords 
were not, in effect, trìed by tbeir 
peers. (Carte, ii. 679.) If the 
Earl of Cambridge's confession 
can be relied on, tbe Earl of 
March must bave been, at one 
time, a consenting party to the 
conspiracy, and, indeed, he ob- 
tained a pardon on tbe 7th of 
Aug. (Foedera and Ellis' Letters, 
2nd series, voi. i.) It is remark> 
able that Henry VI. remitted part 
of tbe seutence of Sir Ralph Grey, 
" on account of tbe loyalty of bis 
grandfatber, Sir Thomas, to the

king's most noble predecessor, 
(Richard,) in whose caase he was 
beheaded with the Eàrl of Cam- 
bridge at Southampton/' 

Shortly after bis retom from 
Agincourt, Hem^ bestowed fif- 
teen manors in the county of 
Richmond, Yorkshire, and a 
house near Paul's Wharf in Lon- 
don, whìch were forfeited to him 
by the Lord Scrop of Masham,to 
Sir Henry Fitzhugh. Sir Henry 
afterwards exchanged them for 
an annuity, and yielded a rose in 
return. (Privy Seal Writ8,Tower, 
5th Hen, V.) Henry appears to 
bave been grateful to the Earl of 
March for bis disclosure of the 
conspiracy. About the time of 
the Emperor Sigìsmund's visit to 
England, he gave him and bis 
countess a most handsome pre- 
sent, viz. ali the goods, to the 
valae of 800 marks, fonnd in a 
ship calledthe Mary,^^whicb are 
forfeited to us, because they were 
shipped by certain merchants of 



the port of Galway in Ireland, to 
go to Zealand,IVIiddelburgh,Flan- 
ders, or to our city of Harfleur, 
and nennye (a strong negative) to 
our staple of Calais/' (Privy Seal 
Writs, Tower, 4th Hen.V.) N. B. 
It was an offence, punishable 
by the Admiralty Court, for any 
mariner to conyey any goods be- 
longing to the staple (t. e. wool 
or hides) to any other port than 
Calais. (Nicolas's Royal Navy, 
ii. 205.) The Earl of March had 
been brought up, for some time, 
with John, afterwards Duke of 
Bedford, and Philippa bis sister, 
under the care of Sir Hugh de 
Waterton, at the Castle of Berk- 
hamsted. (Ròt. Pat. 5th July, 
3rdHen.IV. m. 10. p.2.) In Noy. 
1409,the Prìnce of Walesreceived 
a grant of 500 marks a year for 
the maintenance of the Éarl and 
bis brother. (Foedera, yììì. 608.) 
A sincere friendship afterwards 
existed between the earl and th^ 
sovereìgn who supplanted him.

A letter from 
Henry to the Mayor of London 
(presenred in the archives of the 
City) staies that he had fully 
purposed to bave assaulted Har- 
fleur on Wednesday the l^th of 
September, which the citizens 
perceivedy and that to avoid the 
effusion of blood he inclined to 
their offer. The letter is dated 
the 22nd of September, and aa- 
nounces the surrender of the 
town.

It is re- 
markable that the Blaok Prìnce 
Qsed nearly the same words at 
the battles of Poitiers and Na- 
jara. The authority just cited, 
and also the MS. Cleop. e. iv., 
record Henry to have expressed 
his determìnation to die on the 
field rather than to pnt England 
to the charge of his ransom.

ìs no good reason to suppose that 
cannon were employed by the 
English in this action, althoogh 
Godefroydeclares that Uie French 
cavalry were terrified by their 
discharge. (Hist. de M.de Bou- 
cicaut, ed. 1699.) St. Rémy(who 
was with the English in the ac- 
tion) States that the French used 
guns and serpentines. 

The foUowing document «hews 
the wages of the French esquires 
at Agincourt: —

The soft 
state of the ground, into which, 
as the foUowing French Chronicle 
informs . us, the French men-at- 
arms, encumbered with their 
heavy armour, sunk, gave a great 
adyantage to the light and agile 



archers. At those days, says 
Fabyan, the yeomen had their 
limbs at liberty, for their hosen 
were only fiistened with one point, 
and their <' Jackes'' were long and 
easy to shoot, so that they might 
draw bows of great strength, and 
shoot arrows of a (cloth?) yard 
long beside the head. The bow 
was then par exceUenee the na- 
tional weapon, according to the 
old proverb, 

** The fader to the boughe, 
And the son to the ploughe/' 

The archers wore only leather 
caps, or caps made of osier with 
an iron cross on the top* (St. 
Rémy.)

The Chancel- 
lor, upon the opening of Parlia- 
meut, remarked that the victory 
was gained ^'sanz grande porte 
de les Engleis."

' Such was the number of pri- 
Boners that Charles VI. remitted 
the customary feudal fines for 
more than a year^ in order to en- 
able the Tassala the better to 
ransom their lords. (Monk of 
St. DenySy b. xxxvi. e. 40.) 
Charles Duke of Orleans, who 
had married Isabel, ex-queen 
of England, was taken pri- 
soner by Richard Waller, Esq., 
of Gromebrìdge in Kent, and was 
confined first at Windsor Castle, 
and afterwards at Wingfield, Bo- 
lìngbroke, Knaresborough, Pon- 
tefract, and the Tower of London. 
(Peli Issue Rolls.) Hìs long 
captiYÌty did not terminate until 
1440, when he paid 100,000 nobles 
for his ransom. His lìfe has been 
well depicted by M. Aimé Cham- 
pollion Figeac. The foUowing 
unpublished document shews the 
chìvalrìc tum of his mind : —

The Duke of Bourbon was 
confined at Porchester, Somerton, 
Pontefract, and perhaps at some 
other castles, (Peli Rolls,) and 
both he and the Marshal Bouci- 
cault died in captiYity, being un- 
able to obtain their ransom. Sir 
John Grey (afterwards the Earl of 
Tancarville) sold hìs prisoner, the 
Count d'Eu, to Henry. (Idem 
4th Jànuary, 3rd Hen. V.) The 
sums exacted for the ransom of 
these princes were exorbitant. 
That paid for John Duke of 
Alen^on, taken prisoner at the 
battio of Vemeuil in 1424, was 
40,000 marks.

V.) The French 
had endeavoured, but in vain, to 
bum the £ngliÌ9h ships with 
Greek Fke. (Hardyng and Ha- 
kluyt.) Masses of iron were 
taken up to the tops to be used 
as missiles. We leam ibis fact 
from the petition of a soldier, 
who had been in this action, for 
reliefy who stated that he had 
been wounded with ''a gad of 
iron." (Ellis, Originai Lettere, 
2nd serìes, ii. 95.) The Genoese 
carracksy which Elmham calla 
from their height, marine eastles, 
were at length carrìed by board- 
ing, in sight pf the garrìson of 
Harfleof. Certain Italian gal- 
leys endeavoured to prevent the 
English reaching Harfleur, but 
the Duke manned some of hia 
swifteat barges and compelled 
them to flee. (Livius, p. 26.) 
The total number of the enemy's 
Yeaaels i$ atated by Hakluyt to 
bave been 500 sail, and he rjeffere 
to the chamberlain, who waa pre- 
senta far a confirmation of bis 
aaaertion. Of tbese eight only 
were (GSenoese carracks, which 
were manned by 60P croas-bow 
men.

In proceas 
of time Henry acquired a fleet of 
carracka by capture.

been present at Calais, a0 he had 
on the prevìous December joined 
the Armagnac party, having pre- 
yiottsly fought against them. He 
had distinguished himself at a 
very early age at the siege of 
Lourd, in Bìgorre, against the 
English. (L'Art de ver. les 
Dates.) The party intended by 
oar authorìs the Countde Charo- 
loi8, alterwarda Philip the Good, 
Duke of Burgundy, who, as Mon- 
strelet relates, received the Duke 
of Glouoester. It was the Connt 
de Charoloifl who had posseMion 
of Henry's rìchly omamented 
Bword, captured at Agincourt. 

* This gallant soldier, who, by 
throwing his baton into the air, 
gave the gignal for the commence- 
ment of the battle of Agincourt, 
and who led on the troops al- 
though he was hoary with age^ 
Q^ tout chanu de yìellese,'' Denis 
SauTauge, Chron. de Flandres, p. 
241,) was another devoted adhe- 
rent to the House of the Red Roses, 
and had also saìled with Henry 1 V. 
from Vannes under the command 
of Sir Peter de Craon. (Chron. of 
the Betrayal of Rie. IJ. p. 289.) 
He was created by Henry IV. 
Captain of Dover and the Cinque 
Ports, which appointment he re> 



signed in 1409 in fkyour of Prince 
Henry, when he became Master 
of the Household. Tothe friends 
of Richard lì, he shewed a degree 
of ferocity which has left a stain 
upon his character. His treat- 
ment of Sir Thomas Blount, at 
his execution, was cmel and re» 
Tolting in the extreme. (Idem, 
p. 245.) We also find him pre- 
siding at raost of the other exe- 
cutions of the time, and particu- 
larly at Sir John Oldcastle's. 
(Hargrave, State Trials.) He 
does not appear to bave joined in 
Henry's second campaign, and in 
March, 1419, he was at Norwich ; 
for, in reply to a command from 
Henry to select eìght knights or 
esquires to go abroad on the king's 
senrice, he wrote him word that 
he could find none, for the most 
able men of the country were 
already abroad in the king's ser- 
yìce. (Acts of Privy Oouncil, ii, 
246.) Henry V. created him a 
Knight of the Garter, and gave 
him, in 1420, a share of the 
manors of Aldeby and Hoke- 
rjngf and of a fishery in Heng- 
ham, called Somere, in the 
County of Norfolk. (Priyy Seal 
Writs, Tower, 7th February, 7 
Hen. V.)

' Althottgh fhig- parliament 
voted Henry two-tenths from the 
clergy, and two-tenths and two- 
fifleenths firom the laitj, yet the 
king was obliged to pawn his 
crown to his uncle, the Bishop of 
Winchester, for a rast sum; and 
on the ISth July foUowing he 
gave him securìty for 14,0002. 
upon the subsidies and castoms of 
thePortof SoathamptoD. (Privy 
Seal Writs, Tower, 5th Hen. 
V.) The bishop's exigeance cost 
him the chanceUorship in the fol- 
lowing July. After his fall he vi- 
sìted JBasle, and ìnduced the pope 
to create him cardinal and apos- 
tolic legate in England ; but Hen- 
ry V. never allowed him to exer- 
cise the office or assame the title, 
nor was he acknowledged car- 
dinal till 1426. In the meantime 
he employed himself in raising 
aa army of 500 lancerà and 5000 
archers to oppose the Hussites 
in Bohemia; but Henry, aware 
of his love of money, bribed him 
to allow that force to join him in 
France. (Lord Campbell, Lives 
of the Ghane, i. 337.) He, how- 
ever, was appointed captain- 
general of the forces raised in 
Germany against the Hussites 
and Oalixtians, in which com- 
mand the Cardinal Julianus was 
asBociated with him. At their 
request the emperor cmd states 
had appointed three armies to 
subdue the hereticSf but after a 
long and fruitless warfare against 
that brave and conscientious peo- 
pie, Julianus wrote thus to Euge- 



nìus IV. : ** Non Tisam hostes fu- 
g^runt Nonne vìdebiturhic digi- 
tus Dei ? • . .

E. ir. p. 219.) 

' Bucarel, in his interesting 
Tour throiigh Normandy.femarks 
that Caen Castle reminded him 
of that at Rochester. RTmham 
and the foUowing French Chro- 
nicle alike mention the large 
bombards which Henry brought 
with him to the siege of Caen, by 
the concuBsion of whose fire the 
Windows of the neighbouring 
abbey were broken. Some of the 
cannon used in this reign were 
of brass, and cast at Worcester. 
(Acts of P. Council, ii. p. S39.) 
Sir John Rothenale, Treasurer 
at War, received wages for six- 
teen miners from liège, whom 
Henry employed at the Siege 
of Caen. (PeU Issue Rolls, 15th 
July, 5 Hen. V.) The walls of 



the town were undermìned, and 
the wooden supports being set 
on fire, the mines fell in and the 
city walls were shaken. The 
enemy threw quicklime, boiling- 
water and lead upon the assail- 
ants, from which they suffered 
intensely. (Livius.) On the 6th 
of September Henry wrote to the 
mayor and aldermen of London, 
announcing that he had taken 
Caen by assault on the feast of 
the translation of St. Cuthbert 
(4th Sept) and ** with right little 
death of our people." (ArchiTes 
of London.) 

Elmham's long descrìption of 
this siege is little else than a 
repetition of the chaplain's ac- 
count of the siege of Harfleur.

Before Henry left Caen he 
caused the mortai remains of Sir 
Edmund Springe, who fell at the 
stormìng of the breach, to be 
hononrably interred near to the 
tomb of William the Gonqneror. 
(Walsingham.) 

From Caen the king wrote to 
the Bishop of Durham, Chan- 
cellor, on the 22nd of September, 
ordering him to proclaim, *' that 
aH manner of men that would 
brìng yictnals to our town of 
Caen for the refreshing of our 
host in our Duchy of Normandy 
should pay therefore no custom, 
so that they found sufficient sure- 
ty that the said victuals should 



not be carried elsewfaere." (Iiet- 
ters Missive, Tower of Iiondon.) 

' Lisieux, NoYÌomagus Lexo- 
viorum, the former capital of the 
Lexoviiy and the castle of CreuUy. 

At Lisieux Henry II. was 
married to Eleanor, the divorced 
wife of Louis le Jeune, and bere 
Thomas à Becket retreated du- 
riog his exìle from England. 

The Barony of Creully was 
obtained with his wife Matilda 
by the Earl of Kent, a naturai 
son of Henry I. A view of this 
primitive Norman CasUe is 
given in D'Anisy's translation 
of Ducarel, (Caen, 1832). The 
castle was subsequently given 
to Sir Hortank von Clux, K.G. 
(Rot Norm. 6 Hen. V. 22nd 
May.) 

' So great was the terror in- 
spired by the approach of Henry's 
army, that at Lisieux, eighteen 
miles fix>m the sea, only one old 
man and a woman were found.

' Sinomanicam prò Cenoman- 
nicam. Le Mans, the principal 
town of the Gallo-Celtic Ceno- 
manni, and the birth-place of 
Henry li. (Plantagenet). Its 
ancient cathedral contains the 
monument of Berengarìa, coDSort 
of Richard Coeur de Lion,brought 



from the abbey of Epau. Bel- 
lesme and Frénay are to the N.E. 
and N.W. of Le Mans. The 
" castellania" (chàtellenie, town 
and suburbs) of Bellesme were 
given in charge to Richard Earl 
of Warwick on the 15th of No- 
vember. (Ròt. Norman, p. 202.) 
The Duke of Alen^on, baviug 
collected what forces he could 
obtain, advanced to the relief of 
Frénay, but was defeated with 
the loss, according to the Norman 
Chronicler, of nearly 5000 men, 
amongst them William Douglas, 
the valiant captain of the Scotch 
auxiliaries. His standard was 
taken, and by Henry's command 
preserved as a trophy in the Ca- 
thedral of Rouen. (Abrégé de 
rHistoire de Normandie, Rouen, 
1665.) This would appear to be 
the Battle of Cranant, where, 
according tothe English accounts, 
the French lost 1000 killed and 
SOO taken prisoners. See Appen- 
dix, No. II.

' The abbey of Bec, or Bec 
Hellouin, so named after its first 
abbot Hellouin or Herlouinus, 
(a.d. 1034,) is memorable from 
having given four archbishops to 
Canterbury, among whom were 
Lanfranc and Ansèlmn, and two 
Bishops to Rochester. A copy of 
an initial portrait of Anselmn 
invested with the pali, but di- 
vested of the mitre, has been pre- 
sented by the editor to the Society 
of Antiquaries. After his expul- 
sion by Rufus, Anselmn retired 
again to his abbey. 

On the 22nd of March, 1420, 
Henry confirmed its possessions 
to the abbey ^^ for the soul of his 
mother the Empress Matilda," 
(Foedera,) that is the dau^^ter of 
Henry I., who dying at Rouen in 
1166 or 1167, was burìed at this 
abbey. The leaden coffin which 
contained her remains and some 
fragments of Silver lace was dis- 
covered in 1846. It bore this 
inscription : " Ossa illustrissim» 
Dominae Mathildis Imperatrkis, 
infra majoré altare reperta, 2 
Mart. 1184, in eodem corocoUo- 
cata eodem mense et anno." (The

' The Peninsula of the Cò- 
tentin, so called, according to 
Du Chesne, from the city of 



Coutance, formerly called Con- 
stantia, is interesting as having 
been the cradle of many noble 
Euglish families. The Norman 
Brix or Brais is the same as the 
English Brace. The castle of 
Vire has given its name to tlie 
celebrated Vaux-de-Vire, the 
drinkìng-songs of its proyincial 
poet Basselin. The other castles 
are Thorìgny, St. Laudus or St. 
Lo, so called after a saint of the 
sixth century, St. Sauveur le 
Vicomte, Valognes, Brìquebec, 
and, perhaps, Pont-Doue, now 
called Pont d'Ouilly. Cauday 
is probably a elencai error for 
Hambye, which surrendered to 
the Duke of Gloucester lOth 
March, 1418, Hommet on the 
16th, and Pont-Doue on the 17th 
March. (Rot. Norm. 6 Hen. V. 
p. 2, mm. 9 and 10.) Valognes 
and St. Sauveur had belonged to 
the Bertrams, the Tessons, and 
the Harcourts, but had been sur- 
rendered by Edward III. after 
the treaty of Brétigny. Henry 
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porìbus per eundem principem subjugatis^ sermo a. d. his.

' After having kept Lent at 
Bayeux, Henry retumed to Caen, 
where he golemnìzed the feast of 
St. George, and conferred the 
knighthood of the Bath on fifteen 
officerà of hig household. (See 
the foUowing French Chronicle, 
and the order for lOZ. to purchase 
garters in the Peli Issue Rolls, 
Ist February, 5th Hen. V.) It 
is probable that Sir John Robes- 
sart, Hugh Stafibrd Lord Bou- 
chier, Sir Williapi Phìllip, and 
Sir John Gray were then elected 
to fili the yacancies that had 
occurred. (Beltz, Memoriais of 
the Order of the Garter.) 

^ Cherbourg had been restored 
to the Duke of Brittany by 
Richard II. in 1396, much to the 
discontent of his subjects. (See 
Chronique de Rie. II.) 



* On the 5th July the Duke of 
Clarence wrote to the Mayor of 
London, announcing the capture 
of Louyiers ; stating that the 
king's forces crossed the Seine 
yesterday, (although the bridge 
was defended by a strong force 
under the Sire de Graville,) and 
are now before Pont de l'Arche, 
which he hopes wìll be soon sub- 
dued, for they commence to treat 
already. (Archives of London.) 

Whilst at LouYÌers the king 
appointed the Bari of March his 
lieutenant of ali the lands at 
present in his power.

he, '^ that God has led me bere 
as by the band? There is no 
longer a king in France ; I bare 
a legitimate claim on the throne i 
ali bere is in confusion ; they only 
think how they can best defend 
themselves against me. Conld 
I bave a more palpable proof 
that God, who disposes of crowns, 
intends to place that of France 
upon my head?" (Des Ureins.) 
The French at length consented 
to add Normandy to the cessions 
made by the treaty of Brétìgny 
(Foedera, ix. 628, 763), but 
Henry's pretensions increased 
wìth bis conquests.

The contemporary chronicler 
before quoted (MS. Glaud. A.

^ An engraved portrait of Tho- 
mas Earl of Salisbury,taken from 



a contemporary MS., is giyen in 
Strutt's Regal Antiquities. On 
the Ist of June, 1418, the king, 
being tfaen at Bemay, gave the 
earl the lands and lordships of 
Neufboro,Goubon, and La Rivière 
de Tibouville^ to the value of 
4000 scutes per annum, for which 
he was to render the iron head of 
a lance upon the feast of the 
Nativity of our Lord, yearly, at 
Gaen Castle. (Rot. Norm. 6 
Hen. V. p. 1.) 

' La porte Beauvoisine. The 
king lodged in an abbey of the 
Carthusians. A chapel which 
Henry Il.erected about two miles 
south of the city is stili standing, 
but the interesting relic is now 
converted into a barn and stable.

His petitions to Henry IV. for 
the restoration of the annuities 
granted by Richard II. are stili 
extant. (State Paper Office, Priyy 
Seal Writs, 1 Hen. IV.) Al- 
though, from the absence of 
** Le roy le voet," it wonld appear 
that bis petitions were not grant- 
ed at the tìme, they were subse- 
quently, as appears from the Nor- 
man Roil of the 7th Hen. V., which 
recites that Henry's father gave 
to him for his life 100 marks on 
the fee-farmsy customs, and 
cockets of the town of Drogheda, 
402. on the fee-farms of the city 
of Dublin, the office of constable 
of the same city, 12d. per day 
from the manor of Eskir in Ire- 
land, and 1002. annually from the 
Excheqner of Ireland, which he 
«njoyed till the arriyal of John 
Talbot of Halomshire onr lieu- 
tenant. (Dated from Bek He- 
louin, 5(h June.) About this 
timo d'Artas fought a duel and 
fell into disfavour. But upon the 
petition of the Earlsof Englandin 
the last Parliament held under 
the Duke of Bedford(anno 1417), 
Henry V. restored him to favour, 
granted him the office of senes- 
chal of Ulster, with the guard of 
• . . . Grene Castle, Carlyngford 



(P. Seal Writs, Tower, S Hen. V.), 
and in oonsequence of his brarery 
and good conduct, wrote two 
letters in his behalf to the chan- 
cellor, in which he styled him 
our well-beloTed knight, and de- 
sired him to grant him writs of ti6e- 
rate and allocate for his annuities, 
" without preferment of the 10002. 
we owe you," (Letters Missive, 
Tower, LouYÌers, 1418, and agaìn 
from Vernon, 6th Aprii, 1419.) 

The fact of the dud and the 
petition of the Earls in his fa- 
Your is recited in the Norman 
RoU, 7 Hen. V. June 5. His 
own petition to Henry V. is given 
in Rot. Pari. iv. 161. D'Artas's 
decease is commemorated on the 
12 kal. Dee. in the Book of Obits 
of the Cathedral of the Holy 
Trinity, Dublin. 

' Henry had caused the mouth 
of the Seine to be blockaded by 
some good ships hired from the 
Portuguese, who had been in 
alliance with England as early as 
the reign of Richard II.; and

' Henry accepted the capitu- 
lation of Rouen, but upon terms 
of considerable severity. It was 
obtained at the prìce of 50,0002., 
(300,000 scutes,not golden crowns, 
as Mr. Dawson Turner states in 
his Tour through Normandy,) as 
weU as of the lives of three' most 
distinguished citizeos, Robert 
Livret, grand-vicar of the arch- 
bishop, John Jourdain, comman- 
der of the artillery, and Louis 
Blanchard, captaìn of the traìn- 
bands. The two first were, how- 
ever, sufiered to ransom them- 
selves ; the last, a man of distin- 
guished courage, was beheaded ; 
but Henry, much to his credit, 
made no further use of his yic- 
tmy. Even Blanchard's execu- 
tion was apparently a retribution 
for his barbarity to certain £ng- 
lish prisoners. — ** Alanus vero 
Blanchard," says Otterboume, 
^* vir sceleratissimus, qui sus- 
pendit Anglos supra muros Ro- 
thomagi, et iigavit canes ad eorum 
colla, et quosdam saccavit ligatis 



canibus ad barbas eorum, et de- 
mersit in Sequanam, tractus et 
suspensus est.'' 

Many particulars connected 
with the siege of Rouen will be 
found in ** Rouen sous les Ang- 
lois,'' par Cheriiel, 8yo. Roueo. 
But the most graphic sketch of 
the siege is that given in the Old 
English poem in the 22ud volume 
of the Archaeologia, with notes 
by Sir Frederick Madden. Ed- 
ward HoUand, Earlof Mortayne, 
and Gilbert Lord de Talbot, died 
at this siege. Henry oidered 
10,000 masses to be said for 
their souls (Peli Issue Rolla, 
22nd Oct., 6 Hen. V.) It is sug- 
gested whether the ** Graunte 
Jakys,'' who conveyed the offer 
of capitulation to Henry, may 
not bave been the Jacques Felm, 
a Bohemian, who was the esquire 
to the Duke of Norfolk at his 
duel with Henry of Lancaster. 
(Chron. of Rie. II. p. 149.) A 
curious memento of Henry's 
occupation stili remaìns; the 
'' Boulingrìn,'' a level green 
sward on the Boulevards, now 
used as a horse-market. The 
Rouenese are not aware that this 
was the Bowling-green of the 
English garrison, nor that they 
have adopted the English term 
for a riding-coat (redingote). No- 
tice of the erection of a palace at 
Rouen by Henry is made in the 
French Chronicle.

' Gaillon surrendered to the 
Duke ofClarence in Feb. 1418, 
and Yemon on the 3rd of that 
month. It was stipulated that 
ali the ''curley natifs, (A. S. 
ceorls) Galloys, Iroys et Gascons 
qai autrefoys auront tenu la 
partie Dengleterre/' should be 
giyen up. (Rot. Norm. 6 Hen. 
V. p. 2, m. 5.) Henry took up 
his head-quarters at Mantes on 
the 29th May, and he remained 
there (excepting an occasionai 
vigit to the abbey of Bec-He- 
looin) tiU the 5th August, re- 
tarning there again after the sur- 
render of Gisors in October.

' Monstredeyilliers, now Mon- 
tiville, agreed, on the 23rd Janu- 
ary, 1419, to surrender to the 
king in seven days ; Lìllebonne 
surrendered to the Duke of Exe- 
ter on the 31 st of January ; £s- 
trepreDgy and Fécamp on Ist 
February ; Gausevìlle on the 3rd ; 
Dieppe and Hótot on the 8th; 
Gournay on the 9th, and Thi- 
boutot on the lOth February. 
Neaufle surrendered to the Duke 
of Clarence on the 22nd of Feb- 
ruary ; Honfleur on the 25th, and 
Grant et Petit Goulet on the 26th 
February. (Rot. Norman. 6 
Hen. Y. p. 2, mm. 1 to 4.) The 
abbey church at Fécamp, built 
in the 13th century, is stili stand- 
ing, and Lillebonne, the Julia 
Bona of Antonine and Ptolemy, 
boasts of its Roman amphìthea- 
tre, and of its castle where Wil- 
liam the Bastard planned, with his 
barons, the conquest of Englànd. 

Hew is the chàteau of £u, an- 
ciently written Auve, (Auga,) 



then £we. A son of Sir Wil- 
liam Bouchier was summoned to 
Parliament as Bari d'Ewe in the 
1 3th of Hen. VI. Caudebec had 
been invested by the Earl of War- 
wick. The town agreed to share 
the fate of Rouen, and suffered 
the English fleet to pass up the 
river. Its beautiful church, with 
its unrivalled open tower, was 
built by the English. In the 
south nave is this inscription : — 

'' Lan mil ccccxxvi

Sante, Dieu, biens et bonne vie 
A bienfacteurs, et paradis.''

Here Philippe Augtiste and 
Henry I. met, and here Henry 
II. and Louis VII., after their 
reconcìliation by Pope Calixtus, 
agreed to raise the banner of the 
cross fortherecoveryof Jerusalem.

. ' Henry conducted the siege 
of Meulan in person. The enemy 
had staked the river to hinder 
the approach of the English 
boats, but the kìng's workmen 
remoTed the stakes under the 
protection of his soldiers, and 
the town was commanded by 
wooden towers which he caused 
to be erected on boats chained 
together. (Elmham.) 

' The king gave to the Duke 
of Exeter ali the money and 
goods that were found in this 
stronghold as a reward for his 
labours in reducing it. It en- 
dured a siege of seven months. 
(Liyius.) 

This celebrated fortress once 
enjoyed a celebrity which six 
entire ages bave not been able to 



obliterate. GuiUaume-le-Breton, 
a chronicler of the 13th century, 
makes it his standard of compa- 
rison : '* Ut non Gaillardo se jac- 
titat inferiorem/' Even now its 
towering battlements and frown- 
ing crags, elevated as they are 
some two hundred feet from the 
Scine which washes its foot, form 
a most ìmposing and picturesque 
object. This stronghold, the 
'< saucy casUe '' of Richard Coeur- 
de-Lion, was erected by him to 
protect Normandy from his rivai 
Philippe Auguste, and was begun 
and finished by him in one year. 
'' Ecce quam pnlchra filia unius 
anni ì" exclaimed Richard. 
(Bromton, Hist. Ang. Scriptores 
Antiqui.) It was called by Ri- 
chard the Rock of Andelys (Foe- 
dera) ; but as in the pride of his 
heart he^ when looking down 
exultingly on the defenceless town 
and ruins beneath, one day ex- 
claimed, ^* Cest un chàteau gail- 
lard ! *' (Guillaume-le-Breton,) 
his aobriquet was seized and 
adopted by his followers, and the 
title has been ever since retained.

After Richard's death the castle 
was regained, 6th March, 1203, 
Old Style, by Philippe Auguste, 
the champion of Prioce Arthur ; 
Roger de Lacy, the Constable of 
Chester, its commaader, being 
starved into surrender, oipving to 
tìie effeminate John having ne- 
^lected to succour it, not how- 
ever before its commander had 
bravely sustained a long siege, 
— '' his hatred of the man merged 
in his honour of the king/' 

In 1419, according to St. 
Rémy, the castle was held for the 
dauphJn by Sir Louis de Mauny 
and 120 gentlemen or more, who 
after a siege of six months, sur- 
rendered to Henry's forces, be- 
cause cut off from their supply 
of water owing to the wearing 
away of the ropes by which the 
bnckets were drawn from the 
well. 

Henry appointed John of Ross 
its captain, and shortly after- 
wards John Clifford. (Gascon 



Rolls.) After remaining in thè 
possession of the English twelve 
years, it was retaken by escalade 
by the celebrated La Hire, who 
released the Sire de Barbazan, 
whom Henry had taken prisoner 
at the capture of Melun. It was 
retaken by the English under 
Talbot, but changed masters for 
the last time in 1449, being recap- 
tured by Charles VII., its gar- 
rison of only 200 warriors having 
surrendered after a siege of ten 
weeks, on condition of being al- 
lowed to depart with their goods. 
(Berry, Hist. de Charles VII.) 
A full description of this fortress 
has been published by M. Deville 
of Rouen. It was reduced to its 
present state of ruin by orders of 
Henry IV. of France.

' During the siege of Melun, 
Henry sent, in the name of the 
King of Scotland, to the Scotch 
soldiers who composed part of 
the garrìflon, and commanded 
them, on their allegiance, to aban* 
don the canee they had espoused, 
ànd to range themselves nnder 
his standard; but they refused 
compliance, declarìng that they 
would not obey a monarch who 
conld only act according to the 
will of his captor. Henry, to his 
eternai disgrace, after he had 
gained possession of the town, 
Axecuted twenty of these brave 
Boldiers, while pretending to pn- 
nish an affront offered to his 
iUustrious prìsoner.

' Henry employed nearly the 
8ame expedients to gain the 
island as he had done to win the 
town of Meaux.

The anonymous Bourgeois de 
Paris makes the foUowing oh- 
servations in his Journal. In 
this year it was remarkably hot 
in Jane. and July, and rain fell 
only once or twice, in conse- 
quence of which the kitchen- 
gardens and the fields did not 



return the half of their seeds, so 
that the oats and the barley were 
pulled up by the roots without 
reaping; and in that year were 
so many childrén ili' of the small 
pox, that never lÌ¥Ìng man saw 
the like; and many great men 
had it, especìally the English, 
and it was said that the King of 
England was affected with it, 
See the Chron.-de Normandie.

the amhassadors of Henry King arrivo in 
of Engknd arrived in France, to ^""'•• 
wit, the Archhishop of Canter- 
bury and the Lord Grey, with 
an esquire named Waterton/ and 
many other attendants in their suite ; which amhas- 
sadors demanded from the King of France the re- 
storation of the lands belonging to the crown of 
Englandy namely, the countries of Normandy, 
Gascony, Anjou, and Maine, in order to avoid 
the effusion of human blood, which might he 
caused by a war. This demand was not granted ; 
but^ in order to maintain peace between the two 
kings, an offer was made to them of the country 
watered by the Charente towards Gascony ; but 
this offer they would not bind themselves to ac- 
cept, as they required nothing less than the coun- 
tries about the river Loire,* which {however) they

In theyearone thousandfour hundred and fifteen. 
Henry King of England put to sea with a larga 
army, to wit, his brothers, the Dukes of Clarence 
and Gloucester, the Earls of Warwick, Salisbury, 
and Huntingdon^ and his uncle^ the Earl of Dorset, 
with many others in their train ; who filled full fifteen 
hundred ships, which anchored off the Head of the 
" Pays de Caux."* They first disembarked on Tues- 
day* the fourteenth day of Augusta and foUowing 
days, so that they carne before the city of Harfleur 
and laid siege to it {from the side) towards the sea, 
and there the King of England remained ; and his 
brother, the Duke of Clarence, invested the city on 
the Rouen side. The siege of that city lasted the 
space of thirty days, and there were then within it 
the Sire d'Estouteville, Sir de Gaucourt,' with 
many other knights and barons of the Pays de Caux, 
who stoutly defended the city; but, as fortune 
would bave it, the city was so battered by the large 
bombards that the English had brought, and there 
were so many sick and wounded within, that they 



willìngness of the French to meet 
some of Henry's wìshe». Henry 
demanded as dowrj for Kathe- 
rine a million of gold crowns. 
The Archbìshop of Bourges had 
offered 900,000 gold francs, and 
at his last intenriew he declared 
he could do no more than he had 
done, unless it were to change 
the francs into gold crowns (not 
as Sir Harris Nicolas reads, p. 
27, that it was impossible to 
change the francs into gold 
crowns). The archfoishop re- 
minded Henry of the awkward 



fact, that (waiyìng the objections 
to the claim of Edward III.) if 
the succession to the crown of 
France were not reg^ated by 
the salìc law, the trae heir was 
the Earl of March.

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were forced to offer that if their Hves were spared a.d.i4is. 
they would surrender the city, tbeir goods to be at j;fh*sejt.* 
the disposai of the king ; in consequence of which 
he allowed the commonalty to depart without carry- 
ing away their goods/ but he detained the neh and 
prìncipal burgesses of the city, and compelled ali the 
nobles to promise that they would surrender to him 
at Calais before the (Jeast of) St. Martin next 
ensuing, which the greater part of them did, and 
were a long time detained prisoners in England ; and 
so, upon their parole, they were allowed to depart 
from Harfleur, but without their armour or goods, 
and the said city remained with the English from 
the twenty-fourth of September, on which account 
the Pays de Caux was ruined, and the smaller for- 
tresses bumt and destroyed. 

The Earl of Dorset remained in garrison at that 
town of Harfleur, with a strong company of Eng- 
lish; the King of England, with ali his army, set ^^"^X"*** 
out the tenth day of October to go to Calais by land, f Jf^ Set. 
but his brother, the Duke of Clarence, went by sea on 
account of his sickness. The King of England then 
passed through the Pays de Caux, thinking to pass 
the Somme at Blanche-Tache,* but the people of 
the King of France, who pursued them, and were 
then at AbbeviUe, disputed the passage with them, 
and the English were obliged to proceed hìgher up 
the river as far as AbbeviUe, and thence to Amiens, 
to Corbie, and to Peronne, beyond which place they Se SJmm'e. 
crossed the river at night. 

In the town of Peronne were the Dukes of Bour- 
bon and of Alen9on, (who had been created a duke

that day, but held on their way more to the left than 
in their direct course ; which when the French per- 
ceived, they rode forward straight across the country 
to get a-head of them, at the ford of a river which 
runs to Blangy in Tempys/ so that on that same 
Thursday, at vespers, the two armies were i^i sight of 
each other, and encamped near each other that 
night»

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werejomed by the Dukes of Orleans and of Bra-» Aì d. his, 
bant, and by the Coimt de Nevers his brother,* who 
had each brought his little band, resolved to stand or 
fall with them in the said battle. On that day they 
were drawn up in order of battle in a valley near 
Agincourt) and the French had then appointed three 
hundred horsemen in armour to rout the English 
archers who were between the main bodies of the 
two armies, and when the horsemen had formed they 
thought to charge the archers, but the shower ot 
acrows fell upon them so thickly, that they were 
compelled to retreat amongst their own people,* by 
which they broke their vanguard, which was dose 
by ready for action. At the same moment both the 
horaemen and the foot soldiers ran to fall upon and 
piUage the horses and baggage of the English which 
they had left in the rear during the battle. Such 
was the commencement of the battle on that day in 
the valley before mentioned, where the ground was 
^o. soft that the French foundered in it, for which 
cause and from their line being broken by {their 
own) borse, they could not again join battle, but 
were more and more defeated, and, as God would

It has been snpposed that 
Henry had nocross-bowmenwith 
hìm at Agincourt, yet, amongst 
the indentures of war preserved 
in the State Paper Office, is one 
with Johan Sire de Saintpée for 
twenty men-at-arms on horse- 
back, and one hundred cross- 
bowmen, twenty borse, and eighty 
foot, at 9d. and Gd. per day each, 
date,26th May, 3rd year. (Privy 
Seal Writs, Bund. 4 Hen. V.). 
They might, however, bave been 
left at Harfleur. 
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A. D. 1415, bave it, lost the day. It was then a pitiful sight to 
behold the dead and the wounded who covered the 
field, and the number of men-at-arms who turned 
and fled. 

When the Duke of Alen9on saw the French in 
such disorder, he mounted bis borse and attempted 
to rally them, but in vain. for he could do nothing ; 
and when he saw that there was no belp for it^ he 
retumed to the fight, which stili continued, where, 
as was said, he then performed such feats of axms, 
and (fought) so gallantly, that ìt was marvellous to 
behold, and so there he (Jighting) fell. Now, the 
Duke of Britany and bis people, and the people of 
Louis the late King of Sicily,* were not present pn 
that day. On the Tbursday they lay at Amiens, 
and as they were setting out on the Friday, they 
received the news of the defeat, on which account 
the duke retumed, although they were numerous 
enough to bave given the Englisb battio again. In 
that battle died the Dukes of Brabant, of Alen9on, 
and.of Bar, the Count of Nevers, and the Lord 
d'Albret, who was Constable of France, with seven 
or eight thousand knights and esquires of Franco 
and of Hainault, besides severa! who were taken 
prisoners. On the side of the Englisb died the 
Duke of York and the Earl of Suffolk, and of the 
other (classes) a great number that could not exactly 
be known because the dead lay ali together. The 
prisoners taken on that day were the Dukes of 
Orleans and of Bourbon, the Counts of Eu, Ven- 
dòme, and Richmond, the Marshal Boucicault, and

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many otfaers. When the battle was over, the people a.d.uis. 
of the King of Sicìly carne up, when the English 
feared that they should be again attacked^ on which 
account proclamation was made that each man shòuld 
put to death his prìsoner, except the nobles^ and for 
fhis cause many prisoners were put to death. The 
Ehglìsh encamped on the field that same Friday 
night, and strìpped the dead of their ahns. 
. On the morrow, Saturday, the 26th day of Oc- 26th oct. 
tober, the King of England, with ali his lords who tinan mIT' 
survived that battle, left the field, and rode towards caiats. 
Q-uynes, and thence to Calaìs, where they refreshed 
themselves ; and then the Count of Charolais, eldest 
don of the Duke of Burgundy, who was at Arras, 
caused the field to be consecrated, and the dead to 
be interred, except the bodies of the nobility, whom 
he caused to be carried each to his own territory. 

That same year, the Emperor of Germany {Sigis- The Empe- ' 
mund), King of Bohemia and of Hungary, came to manyarrives 
Paris to mediate a peace between the Elings of 
France and England. He was domiciled at the 
liouvre, and had much conference with the council 
concéming a treaty of peace, for the king was so 
utterly prostrated by his malady, that he was not in 
a state to be consulted. The emperor then crossed and proceids 
over to England. and was honourably entertained at '«'^'"^- 
Westminster, where he remained a long time. When Meeting ©r 

^ the Emperor, 

he retumed, the King of England accompanied him ^'J^^^®"'^' 
as far as Calais; and the Duke of Burgundy, whogj^®®^ 
was in Flanders, was ordered to meet him there 
(bèififf furniahed) with the safe conduct of the Eling 
of England, whose brother, the Duke of Gloucester, 
becaine hostage for him until his return to the city 
of St. Omer. What passed between them at their 
conference was kept secret, for no other person be- 
sides the three was present. The emperor, the

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king, and the duke then 9et out from Calais, accord- 

ing to the agreement to which they had come. Then 

was the constable's sword conferred upon the Count 

of Armagnac, in room of the Lord d'AIbret who 

died at the battle of Agineourt, and the count wènt 

to Paris to fulfil the duties of his office. The Earl 

of Dorset, nncle of the King of England^ was then in 

garrison at Hàxfléur^ as has before foeen stated.

Now it happened that the Count of 

Armagnac, who was then constable/of France> had 

taken the field with a numerous company of men*at^ 

arms, both of his own and of the frontier forces, ai 

Sir .Louis de Longny's, Sir Thibaud de Lavars, and 

i4th Marcb, sevcral others. Now the same day that the Englìsh 

tmiSe ' had quitted the Pays de Caùx, being the foUrteenth 

Annagnao. day of March, they encountered each other on the 

field at Bienville, near Vallemont. The Engliish 

Battle of then dismountèd from their horses.but the Frenali 

Cany. 

did not, for in the quarter where the. Sire de Long- 
ny was, his people fotight oh horseback, and put 
to the rout ali whom they encountered $ ànd ^ì^hen) 
the Earl of Dorset^ with ali- on. the other' tsddèi 
formed. their line of battle behind a ditch Itt the mde 
of a garden, where the Freuch could not get at them 
to run them down, At that place and at the garden 
entrance the English lost seven or eight hundred 
men, according to the report of those who buzied 
them ; but the survivors stili held their groimd until 
night, when the two counts .communed respecting a 
truce, without a soul beyond theitiselves knowing 
what passed between them. After this, the Ck>iuit 
of Armagnac sounded his trumpet, and leftthe Eng- 
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lish in the place. He then went to Valleinont,.and a.d. his. 
lay there with bis company, very much to the dìs- 
content and wrath of ali the French ; for, as they 
said, they were numerous enough to fight the Eng- 
lìsh, if the count had been willing ; but thus they 
left, and the English lost ali their horses and armour. 
The followìng night the English set out on foot, 
much dìstressed, refreating toWards the {Sea ; and ali 
that night they marched along the river side straight 
to Haxfleur. On the foUowing moming, the Count 
of Armagnac and bis compànìons mounted to borse, 
and pursued them, and carne up with them at the 
promontory of Cau^ as they werè wandering alòng 
the sea-shore : and the French went down to give 
them battle ; but neither the Count of Armagnac,' 
nor any of bis men, stirred from the top of the cliff, 
nor went down, but looked down on those who were 
fighting below without helping them or giving them 
any assistance, on which account the French were 
defeated, and a great many men were slain on botb 
sides; but the English had the best of the day. 
Many knights and gentlemen of the Pays de Caux 
fell there ; amongst the number was the Sire de 
Villequiet, who behaved most gallantly. After this, 
the English returned within Harfleur, and the Count 
of Armagnac threw himself within Monstredevilliers 
without accompUshing anything else.^

The 
two latter relate that the French 
lost 12,000 men. In this foray 
the English lost ali their horses 
and waggons, *' and many fools 
that would not be ruled. The 
Earl of Dorset himàelf was sore 
hurt." (MS. Cott. Cleop. c.iv. 
fo. 28). 
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A. D. H15. In the same year, one thousand four bundred 
Divisionsin and fifteen, on the seventeenth day of November, 
the Duke of Guyenne, eldest son of the king of 
France, died at Paris, and upon bis death Sìr John, 
the youngest son but one, Count of Ponthieu, who 
had married the daughter of the Count of Hainaut, 
became the senior Baron of Franco; but the said 
Count of Ponthieu feared to enter Franco on ac- 
count of some who had the command of the forces 
of the Duke of Orleans, for they hated ali those who 
favoured the Duke of Burgundy, as the Count of 
Tancarville and many otfaers; but the Count of 
Hainaut went to Paris to endeayour to accommodate 
matters so that the Count of Ponthieu might go there 
in safety, and also on account of a certain treaty of 
peace with the King of England, which was in the 
course of arrangement-* In the mean while, the 
Count of Ponthieu was arrested on bis way to Paris, 
and imprisoned at Compiègne, in consequence of 
which he very soon died ; and the Count of Hainaut 
was imprisoned at Paris just after bis death at Com- 
piègne, which event was much to be lamented.^ 

In the year one thousand four bundred and 
sixteen, at the beginning of August, John Duke 
of Bedford, brother tò the King of England, set 
sail with a largo army to relieve the town of Har-

the King of France defeated, some ships were taken 
and others escaped, so that the city was relieved, 
notwithstanding that the Count of Armagnac, Con* 
stable of France, was at Honfleur with a large force 
to hinder any descent in that quarter.i When Har- 
fleur was revictualled, the Duke of Bedford returned 
to England with ali bis navy and the carracks that 
he had captured. 

At that time there was not one of the prìnces of Paris go- 
the royal f amily at Paris, but the kingdom was gov« a eiique. 
emed by the creatures of the constable, Sir Henry 
de Marie, Chancellor of France, John Piquet, 
Bishop of Clermont, and Master Rignier de Yaulig- 
ny, who controlied everything.

A. D. 1416. there, meditated between the townspeople and the 
dauphiiiy begging that he would pardon théir rebel- 
lion against him ; upon which he agreed that the 
strangers should not be lodged in the city^ but 
nevertheless he and hìs own company entered the 
city, and at the request of the citizens he appointed 
John of Harcourt, the archbishop's nephew, to be 
their leader, with such other officers as they desired. 
That year the city of Dieppe rebelled, and re- 
ceived within {the walls) Sir Guy de Bouteiller, 
commander of the forces of the Duke of Burgundy, 
and others of his countrymen, who held the city a 
long time, and made war upon Arques, Pont-Tan* 
quarty and other fortresses that did not league with 
their party, 

On the fifteenth day of August, in the year of 
Henry landa grace ouc thousaud four huudrcd and seventeen, 
castie, the King, of England made a descent again {in 
France) at Touque, and landed at the castle place, 
on the Honfleur side, when the castle surrendered 
upon capitulation, and Auvilliers did the same,^ 
In like manner he went to Caen, and laid siege to it 
the sixteenth day of August, the king encamping {pn 
the side) towards the sea, before the Porte Millet, 
his brother, the Duke of Gloucester, lying at Van- 
celles, and his people round about the castle and the 
city. They then caused the city to be vigorously 
bombarded with the bombards they had brought 
with them,* by which the walls were much damaged, 
so that they held a council and decided to take it by

And to prove the favour that the Duke of The Duke of 
Burgundy had to the English^ at the same time that n^S^. ^ 
the King of England made bis descent at Touque, 
the duke took the field^ and went to Paris^ without 
making war upon the King of England, for it rather 
seemed that he was of his party. 

Shortly after these events, the King of England 
left Caen, and marched direct to Argentan, where he 
^rrived the twenty-seventh day of October,^ but he octoi^er. 
scarcely rested there, for the town and castle imme- 
diately submitted to him. In like manner submitted Aien^n and 
the towns and castles of the duchy of Alen9on, to submitto 
wit, Exmes, Séez, Essay, Chambroys, and many 
others. Leaying Argentan, the King of England 
went and lay beforp Alen9on, and laid siege to it, 
which lasted about eight days, and the twenty- 
seventh day of October, both city and castle sur-^ 
rendered to him. After these events, the Duke of The Duke 
Brittany came and made a truce for a year frommakesa 
Chrìstmaa next ensuìng.

"was also at tbe siege^ and commanded a division 
under the Duke of Gloucester. 

At the same time that thej left Caen^ (soon) aftef 
Easter, the Earl of Warwick « and the Lord Talbot 
were ordered to besiege the town and castle of 
Damptfront/ where they were a long time before 
thej won them, as jou will bear from him and from 
others, as also the manner of their investing the 
place. 

Before relating more conceming the English, I 
will speak of the government of the towns which 
were not conquered; for on account of the favour 
and esteem which the inhabitants bore to the Duke Pontoise aDd 
of Burffundy, they wished to submìt to him ; but «ubmit to

Then ali the party of the Duke of Orleans escaped Defeatof the 
from the city as well as they could, and assemblea 
outside the city)' taking refi:^e in the Bastille, and 
then sttddenly entered the city on horseback, chaxg- 
ing the Burgundians down the Street St. Katherine 
as &r as the cross of the Porte^Baudet, attempting 
to recover the city ; but they failed in their object, 
fot the Burgundians drove them back. They were 
sorely defeated there, for the Burgundians cut off 
th^r retreat, and chargìng them in front, killed as 
many as they took prisoners, who were from seven 
to eight hundred men. The dauphin was then se- TheDaupUn

When the Burgundians had become masters of Massaen 
Paris, and the citisens had allied themselves with Annagnaci* 
them^ they seized ali they could find of the Duke of

Chancellor, the Bishop of Lisìeux, a member of the 
CounciI, the Bishop of Evreux, Remonnet de la 
Guerre, and many others who were within and with- 
out the city, whom they secured in the dungeons of 
the chàteàu and òf the palais* Many others were 
•put to death within the city, some for the sake of 
theìr property, and some in hot blood* About three 
weeks afterwards, when matters were supposed to 
bave subsided, that slaùghter of the Armàgnacs, 
whìch was so popular, was renewed by the Pa- 
risians, for they madé the round of the prisons, 
and put .to death ali they found there, even 
the Count of Armagnac and the Chàncellor of 
France, as wèll as Remonnet de la Guerre, who 
were in the tower of the palace ; and they cast their 
dead bodies down the steps right às far as the block 
where the king used to mount bis borse, and in 
derision they took a knife, and cut a band of skin 
from the body of the constable, to shew that he was 
an Armagnac,^ The same scenes were enacted at 
the castle as at the other prisons, for there they 
killed the Bishop of Lisieux and many others, so

Amongst the 
distinguished persons who pe- 
rished, Walsingham enumerates 
the Cardinal de Bar, the Chàncel- 
lor of France, the Archbìshop of 
Rheims, the Bìshops of Mente, 
Constance (son of the Chàncellor) 
and Lisieux, the Abbots of St. 
Denys and Pormayl,(?) and the 
Rector of the University. 
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that not a single prisoner remaìned; some were a.d. ui6. 
forced to leap out of window, and were massacred 
in the streets ; others were killed in the open streets 
and in the bouses where they were found» For 
three days lasted this butchery; some were put to 
death for the sake of their goods, and some from 
wantonness. During these three dajs and nights 
were the corpses of the Count of ArmagnaCi the 
Chancellori and Remonnet {de la Guerre) in the 
dirt of the courtyard of the palace^ and after the 
slaughter.was over, these corpses, and severa! others, 
were thrown into the fields, where they were in- 
terred, not firom any pity, but because of their 
putrefaction. 

Shortly afterwards the Duke of Burgundy carne The Duke of 
to Paris,^ and took upon himself the govemment seizesthe 
again, bestowing in the king's name, but according 
to bis own pleasure, the offices to bis own creatures, 
whilst the other party were powerless, and could do 
nothing but look on. Thus was ali the country 
along the Scine placed in subjection to the Duke of 
Burgundy, excepting Gisors, La-Roche-Guyon, and 
Pont-de-l* Arche, for Caudebec had agreed to share 
the fate of Rouen. 

Let US now return, as we ought, to the deeds of 
the English, who were then in Normandy, and let 
US go back to Easter in the year one thousand four 
hundred and eighteen, when the King of England 
had sent bis people to besiege several towns, and to 
bis departure &om Caen the first week in May, 
taking with him bis stores. He {first) went to 
Lisieux, thence to Bec-Hellouyn, where he found

his brother, the Duke of Clarence; he then prò* 
ceeded to the town of Louviers, to which he laid 
siege on the first day of May, and on the eighteenth 
of the same month the town surrendered to him. 
After the surrender of that city the king went and 
appeared before Pont-de»P Arche, and besieged the 
city on the seventeenth day of «Fune, from the foresi 
side, he bimself lodging at the abbey of Bonport.^ 
The siege lasted eighteen days, with scareely any 
damage to the town, when it surrendered upon capi» 
tulation, for the English had crossed the river Seine 
in spite of the Frencb» at two places, to wit, at a 
spot called ** Les Dans/' and to the right of the 
Abbey of Bonport, so that they put the French to 
flight, especially the Lord of Chastelluz, who had 
been appointed Marshal of France by the Duke of 
Burgundy. When the English had crossed oveff 
they took up their poàtioa right opposite the castle, 
in consequence of which the garrìson agreed to sur- 
render the castle and the town, ìf ihej weie not re* 
lieved within eìght days, and as they were not, they 
surrendered on the sixteenth of July. 

The King of England took his d^^Mrùire thence 
just before the (fectst of the) Magdalen, and marched 
to the city of Roueo, to which he hdd siege both by 
land and from the river Scine. Long and severe was 
that siege. The King of England was lodged in 
the house of the Corthusians, the Duke of Clarence, 
who oommanded the advanced guard, ^icajnped in 
St. Gervaìs ; at the castle pUee, the Sari of Dorset, 
who had been created Duke of Exeter, lay he£»re 
the Abbey of St* Katbeiine's, which was then a

atrong position* On the olher side of the river 
Seine the £arl of Huntingdon and the Lord Xjrme 
were encamped before the end of the bridge, vdth a 
strong company of archerà and men^t^aims, A long 
whìle lasted that siege, and the city was severely 
battered wìthin and without, for there were many 
large bombards which threw {stones) upon it by day 
and by night. But the citizens always dung to the 
hope of being succoured by the Duke of Burgundy, 
but although he led them to expect assistance, they 
lecdvednone. At that time was the king so ili that 
he was not conscious either of bis own oondition, 
or of the state of bis kingdom; and the Duke of 
Burgundy, who controlied the king, could not assist 
them e3»)ept by words, for although the people of 
Rouen very often besought bis aid, the erent shewed 
that he only dissimulated with a Tiew to please 
them. 

: At tbat time the Dauphin of Vienne, aon of the TheDanpUn 
King of itence, laid siege to Touis, which thexoun. 
Duke of Burgundy then held, and when he had been 
three montha before the city, it yielded on capitu» 
latLon^ «nd was replaced in the Dauphìn's hands. 
The Abbey of St. Katherine abore Rouen held out stKatha. 
but a very short time, for being assaiied by night, rendè»?'' 
although not soccessfully, it surrendered shortly 
afterwards in consequence of the great destruction of 
the cfaurclieB and tiie private hooses in the sùburbs 
and in the dty* The English were then hard put 
to it for ahelter, for ali St. Sever, Richebourg, SU 
Gervdis, and Martaìnville, and the quays for the 
gaU^, were bumt and destroyed ; even the galleys 
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A>D. 1418. which floated in the waters of the Seine were bumt 
by the people of Rouen. Ali these measures were 
taken hefore the commencement of the sìege. 

Item. In order to stralten the siege, and to 
prevent the arrivai {of boats) up or down the river, 
with succour for the city, the King of England 
caused a wooden bridge to be built across the Seine 
above. Rouen, and before that bridge he placed, on 
the Rouen side, an ìron chain, supported upon 
barrels across the rìver, so that no ship could pass 
higher up. 

Item. The English erected several gibbets round 
about the city to frighten those within, and, in fact, 
they hung upon them several persons, whereupon 
the citizens hung an Englishman. upon a gibbet 
which they erected in the ditch outside the town.* 
Arrivai of Duriug the progTess of the siege, the Pope sent 
Des ursiM. the Cardinal Des Ursins to endeavour to make peace 
between the two kings of France and F^ngland. So 
the cardinal went to the camp of the King of Eng- 
land, accompanied by the ambassadors of France» 
to wit, Sir Almaury de Purat,* Sir Bertrand de 
Roérge, and several others, both clerks and laymen ; 
but they retumed without having concluded peace 
or any agreement. Six entire months lasted that 
siege, when the provisions of the inhabitants en- 
tirely failed, notwithstanding they had eaten borse- 
flesh, and even dogs, rats, and other vermin ; and so 
great was the distress and the famine, that more 
than thirty thousand persons died in that city before 
* it would surrender. However, they were forced to 

do so, being constrained thereto by hunger,.and not. 
having received any relief. During the courèe o£ 
that siege a large ship arrived from England,. which

not come near it.^ The ship passed by Caudebec 
{withouù molestation), for an arrangement had been 
come to with that town, and the Rouenese ship that 
ought to bave defended the passage had left. 

On the twenty-second day of September, one thou- surrender of 
sandfour hundred and eighteen, during the continu- ?2nf Sipt. 
ànce of the siege of Rouen, Domfront surrendered to 
the'Earl of "Warwick and the Lord Talbot, who then 
joined the King's army before Rouen. These noble- 
men then besieged Caudebec, which town capitu- 
lated after six days, the citizens agreeing to stand 
or fall with Rouen. To ensure this arrangement 
they gave hostages, who were taken to Rouen, and 
confined in (the abbey of) St. Katherine. 

The garrison of Cherbourg surrendered the last and of 
week in November of the year aforesaid to the November! 
Duke of Gloucester, who had invested it from the 
beginning. After its surrender, the said duke, with 
the Earls of March and Suffolk, and many others 
who had assisted at the siege, went to the king's 
camp before Rouen, and the duke, with three thou- 
sand men, encamped before St. Hilary's Gate. 

At that time the city of Rouen was in such dire 
distress, as you bave heard, that ali within the 
walls were at death's door, in consequence of which 
the citizens offered to treat with the English ; and 
they met them the first time at the gate of the 
bridge, and afterwards where the king was, at the 
Carthusians, when the King of England caused two 
pavilions to be erected at St. Hilary's Gate, where

no doubt, the outer channel, and 
thus avoided the assailants. 
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AD. 1418. the English and the cìtizens met ; at which place 
they agreed upon the foUowing terniB ; that those 
within the city should pay to the King of England 
three hundred thousand écus, each écu to be worth 
twenty-five sous^ of good money, to pay which the 
citizens . were sore distressed. By that agreement 
the city was surrendered to the King of England, 
who entered it in solemn procession by the Beau- 
voisine Gate, and proceeded to the great cathedral, 
and thence to the castle. This was on the nine- 
jan. 1418. tccnth day of January, in the year of grace one 
SpuìtoSSi!" thousand four hundred and eighteen (1419, n.s.).* 
By the same capitulation ali the fortresses of the 
Pays de Caux, on both sides of the river Scine, 
twenty in number, were surrendered to the king. 
The Duke of Brittany also carne, and extended hìs 
truce for another year. That year the English cap- 
tured the char^ of the Queen of Franco between 
Beaimiont-sur-Oise and Beauvais, in which were a 
grèat many valuables, as dresses, liveries, other 
clothes and jewels.

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About the^t time^ namely, on the fourth day of a.p.i418. 
Februaxy, one thousand four hundred and eighteen, (O- s) 
the Earl of Salisbury set out to lay siege to Hon- saiisbury 
fleur, which was stili in possession of the French, HonUeur. 
and the siege lasted until the twelfth day of March. 
Shortly after the fall of Rouen the King of England Henry at 
received, at the castle of Bouen, the homage of the 
nobles and others of the Duchy of Normandy. The 
kìng then issued an ordinance appoìnting a new 
standard of measures of liquids after the scale of 
those of Arques^ and fixing the eli to correspond 
with the eli of Paris. The Duke of Clarence, with a 
great number of men, marched to Vemon, and 
thence to Mantes, which towns quìckly capitulated ; 
and, following their example^ ali the small fortresses 
round about surrendered^ as Rongny^ Blaru^ and 
others. The king remained at Rouen until Can- 
dlemasy because he had issued a proclamation, pro- 
mising that ali who would submit to him by that day 
should have their lands and their possessions ; ^ at 
which feast he held open court, and wore the robes 
as Duke of Normandy. 

When this feast was over, the King of England He repair» 

. ° . ° toEvreux. 

departed from Rouen, on Friday the third of Fe- 
bruary, and went to Louviers, and thence to Evreux, 
which had already submitted to the Duke of Exeter 
at which place he tarried some time, because he had 
promised the Dauphin of Vienne, son of the King of 
France, to meet him at a spot mutually agreed upon, 
but as the dauphin made his excuses by the Arch- 
bishop of Rheims, the king marched to Vernon, 
where he sojoumed until the feast of the Rogation 
was past, and on the morrow he set out and proceed- 
ed to Mantes. At the time of his quitting Evreux

A. D. 1418. he sent to the Earl of Warwick {ordering him) to lay 
siege to Roche-Guyon, which siege lasted untìl the 
sixth day of Aprii, when the castle surrendered, and 
was given, with other lands in the Duchy of Nor- 
mandy to Sir Guy le Bouteiller, according to the 
proclamation made at Rouen. 

That same year the King of England fortified the 
bridge of Rouen against the citizens, and com- 
menced the erection of a palace upon the Seine in 
the Maucifrote tower, near the {guarter of the) 
Jacobins, and there he transacted bis affairs as long 
as he lived.i 

That same year, one thousand four hundred and 
eighteen, the Friday after the feast of Our Lady in 
the month of March, the Duke of Exeter went to 
lay siege to Chàteau-Gaillard, which siege lasted 
until the month of September, when it surrendered 
upon capitulation. On the very same day the Duke 
of Gloucester laid siege to Ivry, and after the siege 
had continued forty days the town was taken by as- 
sault, and the castle capitulated. After its surren- 
der, the Duke with a strong company of English, 
overran the country of Chartres. 

Whilst the king was at Mantes, he sent an em- 
bassy to the Duke of Burgundy, as the dauphin 
would not keep bis promise, and by agreement be- 
tween the king, the duke, and the Queen of Franco,

James II. resided bere. It con- 
tinued till the French Revolu- 
tion. The right to build it was 
an express article in the capitu- 
lation, and Henry, much to bis 
credit, consented to pay for the 
ground required for it. (Dawson 
Tumer, Tour in Normandy.) 
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a convention was held at Meulan-on-Seìne, where a. d. 1419, 
were erected lists by both parties, and beyond the/o^SviSonat 
lists were their tents {pitched,) those of the English ^euian. 
towards Mantes^ those of the Freneh towards Meu- 
lan. On the other side of the little stream of Vivièrs, 
between the lists, a tent was erected, where both 
parties met to consult. Several days during the 
month of July they assembled at this place for con- 
sultation, each party accompanied by a great many 
men-at-arms, the Freneh from Pontoise, the English 
from Mantes* The queen was accompanied by Ma- 
dame Katherine, the Duke of Burgundy, the Count 
of St, Poi and many other lords and ladies, Amongst 
the suite of the King of England, were bis two bro- 
thers the Dukes of Clarence and Gloucester, bis 
uncle the Duke of Exeter, the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury and many other barons and prelates. It was 
proposed to establish peace by means of the mar- 
riage of the King of England with Madame Ka- 
therine of France ; eight several times did they meet, 
but at last separated without coming to any under- 
standing, the queen and the Duke of Burgundy 
departing for Paris, and the King of England for 
Mantes. 

Shortly afterwards, the truce having expired, the 
forces of the Captai de Beuff,i ^Jjq j^^d been created 
Count of Longueville, at Rouen, on the feast of the 
Nativity last past, assembled secretly near Pontoise, Pontoigecap- 
accompanied by the forces of the Lords of Duras and 
Lespare, Gascons, who scaled by night the walls of 
the town of Pontoise. They held the town until 
the arrivai of the Duke of Clarence, who came in 
baste to their aid, when they secured the town.

The 
same day he was attacked by Sir Louis de Blaque- 
mont and many others of the Duke of Orleans' 
people, so that many English fell there. The French 
succeeded in raising the siege. Sir Philip fell 
back upon a church, where he saved himself, but 
at least seven hundred men, English and natives, 
died there. 

Shordy after these events, and during the time 
that the King of England was at Mantes, it hap-

Burgundy. Uurgundy had agreed upon a day for a convention 
for the pacification of the country at Monterau-faidt- 
Yonne, where the dauphin then was. So it came 
to pass that on the twelfth day of August the Duke 
of Burgundy went to the dauphin at Montereau 
àccording to his promise. He found him on the 
bridge, as had been arranged for his greater safety. 
When the Duke of Burgundy met the dauphin on 
that bridge, he alighted and bent the knee respect- 
fully, as he was Sound to do before his lord. Whilst 
they were conversing together, the Viscount of Nar- 
bonne and Tanneguy du Chàtel used insulting ex- 
pressions to him, in order to bave some excuse for 
putting him to death. The duke replied that the 
prince ought to deal with such people, and to pre- 
serve his honour, when, without more ado, they 
despatched him in the presence of the dauphin, as 
they had intended to do ; they then seized upon as

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many of hìs people as they chose, who were {how- a. d. ui». 
ever) afterwards released.^ The duke's body was 
interred, but afterwards was disinterred and carrìed 
to Dijon, where he was buried near his father, the 
Duke Philip, in the church of the Carthusians, 
which (abbey) he had founded in his lifetime. 

The Count of Charoloys, son of the Duke of Bur- Phuip, Duke 
gundy, was naturally much incensed at his father'scontractaan* 

y -^ . alliancewith 

murder, wherefore he sought to form an alliance Henry, 
with the English against the dauphin, to revenge 
his father's death. He accordingly sent ambassadors 
to the King of England at Mantes, to wit, the 
Bishop of Arras, Sir Andrew de la Roche, and many 
others, who concluded an agreement with the Eng- 
lish. The Count of Charoloys, who had become 
Duke of Burgundy,* expressed his readiness to ride 
with the King of England against the dauphin, who 
had murdered his father, in whose presence, at least, 
he was killed whilst he was under his safe-conduct 
and protection. Then in order to perfect the treaty 
which has been commenced, they prolonged the 
truce, which continued for a considerable period. 
In this truce were included the inhabitants of Paris, 
who from day to day sought to treat with the Eng- 
lish through the mediation of the Duke of Bur- 
gundy. 

During this truce the King of England sent the

The 

king had gone thither to see the siege, and also to 

see his brother, the Duke of Gloucester. When 

this siege was ended, the king sent his brother, the 

Duke of Gloucester, to lay siege to the bridge of 

Poissy, which place only stood out seven days, and 

Henry visita theu surrcudcred to the duke. The king then visited 

of Poissy. the priory of Poissy, of which Madame Mary of 

France, daughter of the King of France, was then 

prioress. He was there received as King of France, 

on which account he made handsome presents to it, 

in cloth of gold^ and golden coin, to the value of five 

hundred nobles. After the capture of Poissy, the 

Duke of Gloucester wenttolay siege to St. Germain- 

en-laye, which surrendered to him at the end of 

three days, in which surrender was comprised the 

tower of Montjoye. When the citizens of Paris 

saw the English approach so near, and knew that 

they had lost the Duke of Burgundy, for he was 

dead, they sent ambassadors to the King of England 

to make a final treaty with him, and to place the 

city under his govemment. 

Henry at The King of England kept the feast of AH Saints 

that year at Mantes, and shortly afterwards departed 

atGisors, theuce and laid siege to the town and castle of 

vaucon- Gisors.

many other of the principal estates in the Duchy of 
Normandy. He gave several also to the English lords 
who had followed him, and the other smaller proprie- 
taries to his people and to those who favoured him 
in the conquered country.* At that time the En- 
glish and Burgundians went and rode before the 
town of Compiègne, where the Duke of Orleans' 
people were, who accordingly sallied out upon them, 
when the Burgundians fled, in consequence of which

Henry keeps Leaving Gìsors, the King of England went to 

his christ- j^Qugu ^o keep his Chrìstmas there the year afore- 

said. There he held a great feast, and knìghted, on 

that occasion, three of his relatìves, namely, theEarl 

of Somerset and his two brothers.^ He passed ali 

his Chrìstmas and the winter at Rouen, until Easter 

was over, daily transacting business with his council 

and the ambassadors of the city of Paris and of the 

Duke of Burgundy, who were frequently with him 

with a view to complete the treaty they had com- 

menced ; and at length it was agreed that the King 

isbetrothed o£ Euglaud should have in marriage Madame Ka- 

WnM8s therine, daughter of the King of France, upon the 

Katherine. fQjjQ^jjg couditìons : — that he {Henry) should have, 

by anticipation, the possession of the kingdom of 
France for himself, his heirs, and descendants ; that 
the Duke of Burgundy should renounce the succes- 
sion to the kingdom, if he should ever attain to it 
by lawful heirship ; and that the King of France, 
who stili remained afflicted by his malady, should be 
a party to this arrangement, but that he should 
retain for his life the title of King of France, and 
the queen her title likewìse, and that they should 
retain their royal estate, but that the King of Eng- 
land should have the title and ali the kingdom from 
the present time, but that after the death of Charles 
he should be King of France, as well as ali his de- 
scendants, so that the kingdom should never on any

of England shouid always possess the reversion, and 

during the lifetime of the King of France shouid be 

styled heir only, and not king, and that the dauphin 

and his heirs shouid be perpetually excluded from 

the succession.^ In consequence of this arrangement, 

the citizens of Paris and the duke's party banished 

the Dauphin of Vienne from the city by public pro- 

clamatìon with sound of trumpet, saying that he was 

no longer King of France, and that the kingdom did 

not appertain to him. 

In like manner the Duke of Burgundy acknow- 
ledged the King of England as his lord for ali the The Duke of 
iands which he held in the kingdom of France, deli- d^TSmage 
vering up to him possession of the city of Paris, the ** ^®"^' 
Bois de Yincennes, the Bastille of St. Anthoine de 
Crael, the counties of Champagne, of Brie, and Pi- 
cardy, and the towns of Senlis and Corbueil which 
were in his hands. The King of England appointed 
whom he pleased as captains in the Bastille and the 
Bois de Vincennes ; but everywhere else the Duke 
of Burgundy appointed French or other captains and 
officers as he pleased in the places he delivered up, 
both within and without Paris- In this manner the 
king and the duke contracted a mutuai alliance to 
take vengeance on the Dauphin of Vienne fòr the 
death of his father. 

About that time the people of the Duke of Or- 
leans held the town of St. Riquier in Poitou, which st. Riquier 
was within the limits of the territory of the Duke of 
Burgundy, on which account he laid siege to it with 
the assistance of an English force which had been

A. D. 1420. sent to him. In consequence, Sìr Jacques de Har- 
court, who was then captain of Crotay, assembled 
the garrisons of Compiègne and of the district of 
Valois, who sided with the Duke of Orleans, with 
a view to raise the siege. And when the Duke of 
Burgundy saw them approach, he marched to give 
them battle beyond the river Seme, encoimtering 
them in a village called Socainville (or Sainville), 
where the duke won his spurs, but he had the worst 
of it, and many of his men were killed. When, how- 
ever, Sir John of Luxembourg carne up, he collected 
the scattered forces and led them off, and there were 
many killed and taken prisoners on both sides. Thus 
was the siege raised, and no other attenipt was made 
that season. After the King of England had con- 
cluded that treaty, and kept Easter at Rouen, he 
departed and went to Pontoise, and thence tò Troyes 
and to Champagne, without entering Paris, to carry 
òut ìts stipulations and to secure what was prò- 
mised. He there foùnd the King and Queen of 
France, their daughter Madame Katherine of France, 
and the Duke of Burgundy, who then ratified 
and confirmed every article of the treaty which 
had been agréed upon by their ambassadors, accord- 
ing to the stipulations made between the two kings 
and the Duke of Burgundy, with the consent of the 
citizens of Paris, in such manner as every body 
knows. 

In the year one thousand four hundred and twenty. 
Henry, King of England, espoused at Troyes Ma- 
dame Katherine òf France, according to the treaty 
made with him by the Duke of Burgundy and 
the citizens of Paris, They were married by 
the Bishop of Troyes in the great church of St. 
Peter, in the presence of her mother, the Queen of 
France, the Duke of Burgundy, the Duke of Clar-

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enee, and many other English nobles. The mamage a. d. 1420. 
was there celebrated, and ali the engagements hefore 
entered into completed, notwithstanding the lament- 
able state in which the King of France was, which 
was much to be deplored, but which was from the 
band of God ; and a better arrangement, both for 
himself and bis kingdom, could not bave been de- 
sired. 

After thè celebration of the festival, the Kings 
and Queens of France and England and the Duke of 
Burgundy departed with a great retinue of men-at- 
arms, and went before Montereau, the ladies passing 
on to Bray-sur-Seine, whilst the King of England 
and the Duke of Clarence and many other English He besieges 
lords besieged Montereau. The garrison were sum- 
moned to surrender to the King of France, in whose 
government it was ; but they refused to do so, when 
the King of England besieged the town and took it 
by assault, and hung eighteen of the garrison. Ne- 
vertheless, the garrison of the castle did not then 
surrender, although eventually they were constrained 
to do so on the èighteènth day of May of that year. 

Quitting Montereau the forces went to lay siege siege of 
to the town and castle of Melun,i the King {encamp- 
ing) on one side of the town towards the desert coun- 
try, and the Duke of Burgundy with ali bis people 
on the other side. They were accompanied by a 
duke from the parts of Germany called the Red 
Duke, who had come thither as he was bound by bis 
allegiance.* The King of France was conducted to 
Corbeuil, and the ladies with him, to await the issue

It proved of long duration ; for from 
that time, which was the beginning of the month of 
June, until the completion of sìx months, the garri- 
son, who held it for the dauphin, would never surren- 
der nor listen to any proposai for a treaty. The 
King of England was joined by his brother the Duke 
of Bedford, who had lately arrived from England, 
bringing withhim a reinforcement of English(^roop*), 
many of whom were carried off by the {prevailing) 
mortality*^ The garrison defended themselves most 
bravely, and there were many skirmishes on both 
sides ; but at length, on account of the great dearth 
and famine in the town, they were obliged to surren- 
der at will to the King of England. 

From Melun the King of England returned to 
Corbeuil, where the King of France and the Queens 
of France and England were, and from Corbeuil 
they ali proceeded together to Paris, (viz.) the two 
kings and queens, the Dukes of Burgundy, Clarence, 
and Bedford, with the other lords in their suite* 
At that city the King of France was received as 
King of France, the King of England as King of 
England and heir of France, and the queens in like 
manner. Then, in order to carry out the agreement 
which had been made, in the first place the city of 
Paris and ali such fortresses belonging to the crown 
of France which obeyed the Duke of Burgundy were 
delivered over to the King of England, only (it was

session of the Bois de Vincennes and the Bastille St. 
Antoine,* placìng there such captaìns as he thought 
fit, but that the chàteau of the Louvre shouid be 
under the guard of the Duke of Burgundy, sub- 
ject always to the King of England as has before 
been declared. He {Henry) confined in different 
prisons those who had held the town and castle of 
Melun against him^ for he had caused them to be 
brought with him to Paris, of whom the principal 
was Sir William de Barbasan^ captain of Melun,* 
whom he placed in the Bastille ; other prisoners the 
king took to England, but he put none to death. 
The King of England kept that Christmas at Paris 
in the palace ** des Tournelles,"* where also the 
ladies were who had arrived from England to attend 
upon the queen, viz. the Duchesses of Clarence and 
York, the Countess of March, the Earl Marshal'a 
lady, and many other noble English ladies. The 
King and the Queen of France were then residing 
at the palace of St. Poi, and the Duke of Burgundy

The citizens of Paris made 
them handsome presents.* At that Christmas the 
ordinances for the city of Paris and for the country 
were made by the representatives* of England and 
of Franee who were there. These ordinances re-

A new ooin- which was ncwly coined^ — at the mint of Paris for 
the King of Franee, and at the mint in Normandy 
for the King of England, who styled himself heir of 
Franco, as you have before heard ; and around the 
face of these coins of the King of England were 
these words, Henricus Dei oratia Rex Anglie, 
HERES Francie.^ 

These things having been accomplished, and the 
oaths of the citizens of Paris having been taken, 
there was given to the King and the Queen of 
Franco, not only their former accustomed power, 
but a stili more extended sway. The King of 
England then returned to Rouen, taking his queen 
with him, who was accompanìed by the ladies of 
England, and there they kept the feast of The 
Kings.* Thus was the queen received with great

The Duke of In the year one thousand four hundred and 
takest?« twenty, immediately after the close of the King's 
parliament, the Duke of Clarence took the field 
with his troops and rode towards Mayne, whìch

In the year fourteen hundred and twenty-one the 
King of England departed from Paris, and went, in 
the month of October, to lay siege to Meaux in 
Brie* The King (at first) lodged at a castle called 
Raytel, afterwards he came nearer and lodged in the 
Abbey of St. Pharoah ; ' thè Duke of Exeter, at the 
Abbey de Chage, the Earl of March at the Cor- 
deliers, the Earl of Warwick at the point towards 
the market of Meaux, and their people round about. 
A very long while they remained there and several 
times assaidted the city, so that the garrisón quitted 
it and took refuge within the market, but that was 
so battered by cannons, and the walls so commanded 
by engines that they were obliged to surrender at 

its capture, discrction, which they did on the fifth of June four- 
teen hundred and twenty-two.

side the city, to which {tree) he had hung many 
innocent persons ; ^ ali the rest of the garrìson 
were carried prisoners to France and to England; 
and the King of England found within the city much 
booty. 

In the year of grace fourteen hundred and twenty- Birtbof 
one, after these events, there was bom in England a Heniy. 
son and heir, named Henry, to the King of England, 
and Madame Katharine of France, his wife, on St. Ni- 
cholas' day, the sixteenth of December, the tidings of 
which event were brought to the kihg as he was be- 
siegìngMeaux, which city held out a long time. Upon 
its surrender ali the towns and fortresses of the coun- 
try were delivered up with it, to wit, Compiègne, 
Crespis en Valois, and many others, so that there werè 
no places in that country which held out against 
him excepting Montaguillon, which was held by 
the party of the Dauphin. When the sìese was over The King** 
the king left for Corbeuil, to order certain afiairs, at 
which place, as God ordered it, he was attacked by 
a serious illness which afflicted him a long time. 
He was carried to the Bois-de-Vincennes, where he 
was ili about fifteen days, and then, as God ordained, 
he passed from this world to the other. His body, «od death. 
arrayed in his royal robes, was carried to Nótre 
Dame at Paris, where a solemn service was per- 
formed for him, it was then carried to Rouen, where 
a solemn service for him was performed in the cathe- 
dral church of Nótre Dame, thence it was transported 
to England and placed in a sepulchre at West- 
minster Abbey with his predecessors*

Thus ended the days 
of King Charles the Sixth on the fourth of October, 
fourteen hundred and twenty-two, in the forty-third 
year of his reign. He was carried to Nòtre Dame 
at Paris, where a grand service was performed for 
him, and he was then carried to St. Denys, where 
he was interred with every honour. The Parisians 
eminendy performed their duty in honour of the 
king and the kingdom, but not one of the princes 
of royal race foUowed him to the tomb, excepting 
only the Duke of Bedford, an Englishman, which 
was to he regretted, considering his noble birth and 
lineage*
